had performed their dut ty the party repre. 

sentatives would not be allowed to touch a 

ballot. 
Another Gross Outrage. 

The recount was completed with the excep- 
tion of the precincts which have been tem por- 
arily passed. These will be taken up at 10 
o’clock this morning. Another gross outrage 
was discovered in the Twelfth Precinct of the 
Seventh Ward. Mr. Belknap is now 210 
votes ahead, having made a net gain yester- 
day of fifty-five votes, In this precinct there 
was again of forty votes for Belknap, Mc- 
Gann losing thirty-four and Belknap gaining 
six, making total gain in the precinct for 
the Republican candidate. 

This precinct will also demand more than a 
littie attention at the hands of the board. The 
names of the judges and clerks were obtained 
from the official list as compiled by. the Elec- 
tion Commissioners’ office and were given to 
Attorney W. W. Wheelock, it was said, for 
his information, It is possible they are 
equaliy as guiity as the officials of the Twen- 
tieth Precinct of the First W ard, who are now 
under arrest for making false election re. 
turns in violation of the election law, which 
is most specific on that score. The election 
officers are:

John B. Leeoni, alias “John, the Window 
Smasher,” was captured by the police last 
night and a mystery of a year was salved. 
Leeoni has broken over 100 plate giuss 
windows in the business section of the city 
within a space of twelve months. He has 
caused a loss to merchants and insurance 
concerns ainounting to almost $15,000. The 
nan is insane and has been in Dunning. An 
effort will be made to have him recormmitted. 

The strange antics of Leeoni have caused 
the police of the Central Station and detail 
almost as much anxiety asa gang of profes- 
sional burglars. Day after day complaints 
were made at detective headquarters that big 
windows had been smashed by cobble stones 
hurled through them. Articles were also 
stolen from the windows sometimes and the 
police thought the smashing. the work of boys 
who were seen on several occasions to run 
away. All efforts to capture the supposed 
crowd of boys proved unsuccessful, though 
the detail of men in citizen’s clothes was in- 
creased by twenty. The windows were broken 
with their usual regularity, but the author of 
the work seemed to disappear as if by magic.

OUT OF DEATH’S JAWS | 


SEVENTY-FIVE PASSENGERS SAVED 
FROM DESTRUOTION, 


— 


Train Rounds a Curve Ahead of Which Is 
a Blazing Trestle 500 Feet Long=Too 
Late to Stop, at Full Speed It Rushes 
Across in Safety Just as the Burning 
Trestle Crashes Down in Ruins Upon 
the Rocks Fifty Feet Below. 


Utica, N. Y., July 18.—{Special.]—The pas- 
Sengers on the Montreal express on the 
Adirondack and St. Lawrence railroad, due 
in Utica at 4:35 p. m., had a thrilling ex- 
perience this afternoon. 

As the train rounded a curve on a heavy 
down grade seven miles above the Fulton 
chain of lakes, where ex-President Harrison 
is spending the summer, the engineer, Will- 
iam Brassell of Utica,saw 500 feet in front of 
him a trestle a quarter of a mile long en- 
veloped in flames. The flames were shoot- 
ing twenty feet above the track. 

Brassell says he was so frightened his hair 
stood on end. But he retained his presence 
of mind, 

It was impossible to stop the train before 
the trestle was reached. With lightning- 
like decision the engineer threw the throttle 
wide open. 

The train rushed 


swaying through the 


flames and stopped safe on the other side of | 


the structure. Before it came to a stand- 
still the buring trestle fell in a heap of ruins 
on the rocks fifty feet below. 

There were seventy-five passengers on the 
train, but the train passed the trestle. before 
they fairly realized their danger. The

First Ward Judges Arraigned. 

Andrew Buchanan and A. E. Gage were ar- 
raigned betore Justice Prindiville at 3 
o'clock yesterday afternoon to answer a 
charge of having, while acting as election 
judges in the Twentieth Precinct of the First 
Ward Nov. 6 last, made false and fraudulent 
returns in regard to the count of ballots on 
the Congressional candjidutes. As neither 
the prosecution nor defense were ready for 
trial a continuance was granted until next 
Friday at the same hour. The defendants 
were released in $12,0VU0 bonds. 

The work of impaneling a jury to try ex- 
Policemen Fred Halzer and George A. Storms 
on the charge of violating the election law 
was concluded shortly before 12 o’clock yes- 
terday and the taking of testimony was be- 
gun. Storms and Halzer were detailed to 
preserve order at the polling place of the 
Thirtieth Precinct of the Thirty-tourta Ward 
in West Pullman Nov. 6 last, and they 
were indicted for alleged interference with 
voters, It is charged in the indictment they 
looked on with indifference while a crowd of 
twenty-five or thirty men, known as the 
‘“* sewer gang,” took partial possession of the 
polling place and maintained possession from 
noon until 4 o'clock. The leaders of this 
crowd were Jere Stapleson and William Row- 
age, who, some time ago, pleaded guilty in 
Judge Baker’s court. 

At the atternoon session a number of wit- 
nesses were examined, all of them voters in 
the precinct, who appeared there with oe pe 
cer Dae nm Trask (

She Holds Tom Lyons .Until Police As- 
sistance Arrives. 

Miss Josie Hartman of No. 317 Englewood 
avenue, 18 years old. is one of the prettiest 
girls in Engiewood. She covered herself with 
glory last night and at the same time hugged 
one of the most notorious thieves in 
the. country. Miss Hartman was a 
passenger in a Sixty-third street elec 
tric car, and with her were many Englewood 
people. Among the passeugers was A. J. Mc. 
Donald, a prosperous member of the Stock 
Exchange, whose apparel showed that he was 
a man of means. That fact attracted the 
eyes of Tom Lyons, whv, with others of the 
light-fingered gentry, have been working 
the electric cars for some time _ to 
the financial detriment of many 
passengers. As the car started 
up the Sixty-first street viaduct Lyons, 
who was looking for a job, swung himself 
aboard and soon worked himself to a position 
close to Mr. McDonald. He eoon got to work 
and had, it is said, the man’s wallet contain- 
ing $100 in his hand. Some passengers saw 
the act and cried ‘*‘ Thieves!’’ and Lyons, 
thrusting the wallet back into McDonala’s 
pocket, tried to escape. Several passengers 
rushed at him, but little Miss Hartman was 
first, and seizing the fleeing thief by the coat- 
tails joined the others in a cry for help. 
Lyons tried harder than ever to getaway, and 
the little woman got closer to him and was car- 
ried out to the platform by the feliow’s rush. 
Just then Officers Rooney and Thomas, who 
chanced to be on the sidewatk and heard the 
commdtion, rushed to the rescue of Miss 
Hartman and Lyons was made prisoner, He 
was taken to the Englewood Police Station 
and locked up.

It Was a Mania. 

Some time ago he fell from a scaffolding, 
fracturing his skull and necessitatimg a tre- 
phine. Since that time he has hada mania 
for breaking windows. 

A crowd of boy thieves who frequent the 
down-town streets were in the habit of follow- 
ing Leeoni at night, stealing from the win- 
dows after he had thrown the stone. The 
man’s hands area mass of scars and cuts 
where he has been injured by the falling 
giass. He has several times severed arteries 
in his hands.

CAUSES ARREST OF A POLICEMAN, 


Prefers Serious Charges 
Against Patrolman John Riley. 

Patrolman John Riley of the West Lake 
Street Police Station was arrested last night 
on a serious charge brought by Clara Dewey, 
a 20-year-old girl from Goshen, Ind. Miss 
Dewey came to Chicago two months ago for 
medical treatment by Dr. Luella Day Un- 
derhill and was given employment in her 
office. She says a policeman whose descrip- 
tion tallies with Riley’s appearance called 
at the office, No. 420 West Madison street, 
several times and asked for Dr. Underhill. 
She was always out, and Miss Dewey di- 
rected him to her residence. Once when he 
called Miss Dewey had a friend visiting her 
who said he knew the policeman belonged 
to the West Lake Street Station. 

Miss Dewey sleeps in the office and sa¥s 
that at 11 o’clock Wednesday night she was 
awakened by the door bell, and when she 
opened the door this policeman ‘stood out- 
side. She says he pushed his way into the 
room regardless of her remonstrances, aud 
when*she told him Dr. Underhill would re- 
port him to his superiors he threatened her 
so that she. almost fainted. 

When Dr. Underhill entered her office in 
the morning she found the girl insensible 
on the floor. When she heard her story the 
doctor reported the matter to the’ Woman's 
Alliance and was instructed to prosecute the 
policeman. Dr. Underhill and Miss Dewey 
were at the West Lake Street Station last 
night at roll-call and without hesitation the 
young woman walked down the line and 
pointed out John Riley as herassailant. He 
was suspended on the spot and later arrested 
on a warrant issued by Justice Kehoe. Riley 
said he wasinnocent. fle is 30 years old, un- 
married, and lives at No. 321 West Congress 
street. Hitherto he has borne a good repu- 
tation. 


POWER TO SPEAK SUDDENLY RETURNS. 


George Sheppard’s Affliction Removed as 
Suddenly as It Came. 

Pittsburg, Pa., July 18.—[Special.)]—George 
Sheppard is again able to talk.

He Will Resume the Fight:for Gold with 
Mr. Harvey Again Tomorrow=Free 5Sil- 
‘ver’s Sponsor Denounces Gold Bugs of 
Every Description and Ascribes to 
Them.

Compared with its predeccssors the Horr-

“Judge's Room, United States Court, Northern 
District of Ohio, Cleveland, O., March 27, 1872.-- 
Dear Sir: I wrote you yesterday on my return 
from an absence of some time in too feeble terms 
of my feelings as regards the death of your father, 
yet, as the mortal moves on, so, though we never 
shall forget him, yet business must be attended to. 
Last summer, at the instance of your father I at- 
tempted to have such a constructi®n placed upon 
the internal revenue laws as would relieve the 
bankers and brokers frem the payment of a heavy 
tax. There was a partial success, but such a boast- 
ing, or rather publicity, given to it that the atten- 
tion Of the Secretary of the Treasury was called 
to it and he forbade the order to be issued. There 
was then no remedy but in Congress. 1 80 sug- 
gested to your father. He then wrote me the in- 
closed letter. 

‘‘L’pon the authority and in consideration of what 
was said in it l went to work. Had interviews with 
Mr. Boutwell, with John Sherman, Chairman of 
the Senate Finance committee, with Gen. Gar- 
field, and other prominent members of Congress, 
and the result was that it became the policy of the 
administration to repeal not only the tax in ques- 
tion, but the stamp and other obnoxious taxes. 
I think this result was brought about by discussions 
raised and influences used by me. The taxes are 
not yet repealeti, but they are certain to be so 
within the next sixty days. If your father was 
living there would be no necessity of asking about 
it, but as the agreement was made. through him 
I fear there may arise’ a misunderstanding, and 
therefore ask you to inquire into it and ascertain 
whether the committee of the Stock Exchange still 
recognize the contract.

Mr. Horr—I admit that Judge Sherman was 
gulity of a crime.

A voice in the audience—When was that 
written ? 

Mr. Horr—Just before it was sent to Congress 
in 1870. It was a part of the report that Secre- 
tary Boutwell sent to the Senate in the spring of 
1870. It accompanied the bill and was printed 
in the public documents as being an explanation 
of the bill by order of the Senate. Is there any- 
thing hidden in those statements? 

Now, Mr. Sherman was Chairman of the Finance 
committee. This bill went immediately to his 
committee. He said only in August of 1803 as fo!l- 
lows: “Mr. President, the Finance committee. 
carefully examined that bill; we were not in any 
hurry about it; it was.sent to usin April, 1870. 
In December, 1870, the Committee on Finance, 
after a careful examination, after having the bill 
printed and sent, by ordér of the Senate, to every 
one who desired to read it or look over it, reported 
it unanimously. That committee was composed 
of Messrs. Sherman, Williams of Oregon, Cattell, 
Warner, Fenton, and Bayard. The bill was re- 
ported to the Senate Dec. 10, 1870, after lying in 
our committee-room eight months.’’

Not a Secret Transaction. 


It was passed by a yea and nay vote—and let me 
say right here so far as I have been able to dis- 
cover that is the only yea and nay vote taken dur- 


not. vote against it beequse it-struck out the stiver 
dollar but because it compelled the government to 
pay the expense of coinage, and he thought the peo- 
ple who owned the gold and sijver bullion should 
pay that _expenre. Now, up to that time had 
there been any secrecy? The bill was sent from 
the Senate to the House, and on Jan. 13; 1871, on 
motion of William D.Kelley the bill was ordered to 
be printed. Feb, 25, 1871, Mr. Kelley, who was at 
that time Chairman of the Committee on Coinage, 
reported the bill back with an amendment which 
was in the nature of a substitute. It was again 
printed and again sent back to the committee. 
The Fifty-first. Congress died by constitutional 
limitation a few days after the bill had thus been 
reported, and without any action upon it by the 
House. That ended the effort to pass that bill in 
that Congress. Now, I will submit to Mr. Harvey 
or any one else if there was anything but the 
most open, fair effort to show the people of this 
country just what that committee proposed to do. 

Now. on March 9, 1871, there had been already 
a special session called of another Congress. Mr. 
Kelley again introduced this bill, and it was or- 
dered to be printed and referred to the Committee 
on Coinage when such committee should be ap- 
pointed. Nothing further» was done about it dur- 
ing that entire extra session. 

Mr. Harvey—As I proceed—in a connected man- 
ner, however—I *will fully answer Mr. Horr. 
Among the many charges of corruption made at 
this period, 1873, there was one of significance 
when we consider that silver was demonetized by 
a single sentence being omitted from the report 
of the Conference committee and enrollment of the 
mint bill, and indicates the powers, in this in- 
stance, a corrupt clerk could haye. George A. 
Bassett, clerk of the Ways and Means committee, 
1878, was charged with having demanded $250 
a mon from the bankers and brokers of New 
York t@ assist them in repealing the tax on bor- 
rowed capital, and $5,000 when the act was 


sed. 

In The Chicago Tribune of Feb. 21. 1873, an ad- 
ministration paper of that period now before me 
on this table. for the inspection of Mr. Horr, a 
Washington correspondent says: ‘‘ As for George 
A. Bassett, long the clerk of the Ways and Means 
committee, the story of the use of his privileges 
is as old as my residence in this city. I heard 
complaints made in California that he had de- 
manded payment for services after experiencing 
unusual hospitality from the corporations there.’’ 
This same correspondent in the same issue of this 
administration paper (the Republican party being 
then in power), speaking of the situation at Wash- 
ington Feb, 21, 1873, the very month in which sil- 
| ver was demonetized, said: ‘‘ Turkish corruption 
under the Pashas and Beys, or Russian official 
ene ap could scarcely be worse than it is 

re." 


By Addition and Subtraction. 


The salary grab bill was introduced tn the House 
Dec. 2, 1872, and in the Senate Jan. 9, 1873. it 
passed March 3, 1873; It included two years’ back 
salary and aroused an exclamation of indignation 
throughout the land. The people rose en masse 
and forced Congress to repeal the bill, little 
dreaming at the time that another bil] had passed 
at that Congress that was to rob them of millions 
of dollars. The people could understand a salary 
grab, but they could not understand a scientific 
spoliation of their rights. These exposures were 
followed by general disgust of the people at the 
negiect of Congressmen to prosecute each other. 
or rather at the disinclination of those innocent to 
prosecute their guilty fellow-members. It was at 
this Congress that silver was demonetized. To 
make plain how the fraud was practiced I copy 
into my remarks Secs. 15 and 16 of the bill as it 
is supposed to have been read when on its passage, 
together with the words fraudulently omitted in 
brackets, Omit the words in brackets and you 
have three sections as they now read in the stat- 
utes; include the words in brackets and you have 
the sections as the bill was supposed to have passed 
Congress. 

Mr. Harvey—I take the two sections as they now 
appear in the statutes and I add between brackets 
the words that were erased from the bill—— 

Mr. Horr—By whom? 


Mr. Harvey (continuing)—Surreptitiously in its 


passage. 
Mr. Horr—By whom?.. What proof have you that 
anything was erased? 


But. as enrolled, the mints were closed to free and 
untimited coinnage of silver, except as to the trade 
dollar, afterward abolished. The atandard sil- 
ver dollar was fraudulently omitted after the bill 
had pasesd both Houses. It will be questioned by 
our best citizens that such a fraud could be prac- 
ticed, and the hesitancy with which they accept 
its truth attests the integrity of our citizenship. 


Horr Closes for the Day. 4 

Mr. Horr—Now, England, it is true, had demon- 
etized silver in 1816. They had done it because the 
men who understood that subject best in England 
had concluded it was best; they were the clearing- 
house of the world, they were seeking to get con- 
trol of doing the business of the world, and they 
had been ages trying to find out what was the 
trouble when you coin money at @ certain ratio. 
They found that when a ratio varied, when it was 
different from the commercial ratio, one metal or 
the other disappeared from use among the people, 
and scientifically they decided it was best to have 
only ene money standard, and- they had adopted 
this away back in 1516. 

Now, my friend in his book is mistaken. He tells 
us that Germany followed the United States. 
Why, Germany demonetized silver in 1871, not in 
1873. The edict was in 1871 and Germany coined 
no silver (free coinage) after 1871. In 1873 the bill 
was passed by the Legislature, but the law was 
in force before that. That is the record of that 
government. It is true the subject had been agi- 
tated in this country ever since 1870. We neither 
followed Germany nor did she follow us. After 
the French war Germany threw upon the markets, 
as I now remember it, $300,000,000 of silver. It 
was in consideration of the fact that that was 
about to be done that the people of the world set 
to thinking and acting upon this silver question. 
There was no conspiracy about it. 1 want to say 
to this audience and to the American people that 
laws of that kind are never planned by conspira- 
tors. There is no such thing as a great ‘“‘money 
power’’ either in this or any other country that 
dominates the people of that country. The people 
of the United State’ act independently. It is a 
slander upon civilization, the proposition that 
Mr. Harvey makes and tries to maintain here to- 
day.

Horr Answers Questions. 

Mr. Horr—This question is from J. C. Sibley of 
Pennsylvania. ‘‘In view of your statement that 
the silver dollar was worth more by at least 3 
per cent than the gold dollar in 18738, what justi- 
fication do you make of the claim of the mono- 
metallists that silver was demonetized because of 
its decline in value arising from overproduction of 
silver?’’ 

My answer to this is that the monometallists do 
not claim anything of the kind. The monometal- 
lists claim that silver was demonetized because 
the men in Congress in 1873 believed that silver 
was not.as good a measure of values; that it was 
more unstable than gold, and they demonetized it 
on that account because they thought there was 
going to be an influx brought in from Germany. 
They claim that afterwards the overproduction of 
silver was such as to drive the price down, down, 
and they have refysed to enact any laws reinstat- 
ing the free coinage of silver on the old ratio be- 
cause overproduction has continually reduced the 
price. That was not given as the reason for pass- 
ing the law. Germany did not give it; Engiand did 
not give it; France did not give it; but they give 
the reason that silver is not the best measure of 
value for the people of the civilized world. They 
give the reason that it is continually cheapening 
the price because of the constant increase in pro- 
duction. Is that satisfactory”? 

Mr. Sibley—As long as you ask me I will ask 
you. You will allow, then, if the claim is made 
by monometallists that silver was demonetized 
because of the large increase of production that 
that statement would be incorrect? ' 

Mr. Horr—That statement would be nonsensica! 
because it was not cheap at that time. Certainly 
you and I don’t differ about,it; that is a business 
proposition. A man with your ense—and I have 
got about as nmruch—wouldn’t get into any such 
foolish nonsense as that. 

The next question is by Howard 8S. Taylor of 
Chicago, one of the referees in this case—I want 
to give him dignity. 

‘Ts it true that in volume 2, page 165, public doc- 
ument on finance, Mr. Jefferson communicated to 
Congress a report of the Director of the Mint in 
which the reason assigned for discontinuing the 
coinage of the dollar was the need of smal! change 
among bankers and the fear that the specie would 
be exported ?’’ 

I present the book open at the page. It is true. 
Jan. 15, 1806, Mr. Jefferson sent to Congress— 
and I take it it was very near the time that this 
letter was dated when he made the order-—he sent 
a communication from Robert Patterson, the 
TMrector of the Mint, which had been sent to him, 
and he communicated it or sent it in his communi- 
cation to Congress. And one of the statements in 
that communication of Mr. Patterson reads as 
follows: ‘“The striking of small coins is a 
measure which has been adopted to accommodate 
the bankers and other depositors and at their par- 
ticular request, but with a view of furnishing a 
supply of small change and to prevent the exporta- 
tion of the people of the United States to foreign 
countries." The clause previous to that reads: 
“Of the precious metals the number of pieces 
coined in the last year far exceeds that of any 
former year since the establishment of the mint. 
Indeed, it is considerably more than double what 
it has been in any one of the four last years.’’ 
I say yes, that is in the record and occurred. No 
doubt about it. 


Mr. Harvey's Replies. 

Mr. Harvey—This question is by H. L. Bliss of 
the Sound Money League of Chicago: 

‘* You state that there was coined prior to 1873 
$143,000,000 of silver, and that there was besides 
$100,000,000 of foreign coin in circulation. There 
has heen coined also $850.000,000 of gold. Was 
this also in circulation?’’ 

The answer is they were both in circulation 
up to the suspension of specie payments in 1861. 
Up to 1850 there were two dollars in silver in cir- 
culation in this country to one dollar in gol¢. 
Then came the enormous gold discoveries in Cali- 
fornia and the large increase in gold circulation 
that makes Mr. Bliss’ figures show up so well 
for gold. How much of this gold had gone abroad 
I do not undertake to say. 
had gone abroad I do not undertake to say. 

The next question is by L. G. Powers of Mich- 
igan: ‘‘ You said yesterday, *‘ My answer is, 
First that I did not say that I had forced them te 
change it or correct any mistake.’ In ‘ Coin’s 
Financial School Up to Date,’ page 152, you say: 
‘Coin here explains how an error had crept into 
the official report of the Treasurer. That 
he had since forced the Treasury Department to 
correct that error.’ Please explain the manifest 
discrepancy."’ 

The answer is: Coin, a little boy in knee pants, 
represents the cause of bimetallism; he does not 
represent me. I would not have the egotism to 
claim that I represent Coin in the many argru- 
ments and sentiments and kind things said about 
the little boy by the author, and when Coin’s in- 
fluence is exercised at Washington, or San Fran- 
cisco, or Memphis, it means the influence of 
bimetallism and humanity. 

On the request of Mr. Horr the further 
hearing of the debate was adjourned to 1 
o’clock Saturday, July 19.

HEAVY FIGHTING REPORTED IN CUBA, 


Havana Dispatches Say the Rebels Have 
Suffered Severe Losses. 

Havana, July 18.—A detachment of the 
Second Battalion of the Marine Infantry 
at San Diego del Valle, Province of Santa 
Clara, engaged and dispersed a band of in- 
surgents, who left twelve dead and twenty 
wounded on the field. Bermudaz and his 
Lieutenant, Linares, were wounded. The 
troops lost three killed and had four wound- 
ed. The band of insurgents commanded by 
Zaya has been routed. 

There was prolonged fighting Sunday iast 
at Valenzuela, near Barrancas, three leagues 
from Manzanillo, the forces under Capt.

RECEIVER G, H. SCHAFFER SLAPS BACK 


Some ofM{1is Reasons for Retaining Charge 
of the Waukesha Water Company. 


Milwaukee, Wis., July 18.—[{Special.]— 
The petition of the Trustees of the Village 
of Waukesha for the removal of the re- 
ceiver of the Waukesha Water company on 
charges that he is mismanaging the prop- 
erty in the interests of the stockholders 
and against the interests of the village 
came up in the United States court today and 
was postponed until next Thursday, when 
the motion to dismiss the receiver will be 
heard in conjunction with the petition of 
the Illinois Trust and Savings Bank to fore- 
close its trust mortgage against the water 
company. The answer of Receiver George 
H. Schaffer charges the officials and certain 
of the inhabitants of Waukesha with trying 
to handicap the company in order that it 
may not be able to earn its expenses and 
keep up repairs, thereby enabling the vil- 
we to escape payment of the rentals on 
fire hydrants. Among the more serious al- 
legations in the answer is that under its 
contract with the Village the company is 
obligated to furnish schools and ecclesias- 
tic bodies with water free, but, taking ad- 
vantage of this provision, some of the 
churches are using the water for sprinkling, 
mechanical, and power purposes. He also 
says the company erected cranes for the 
purpose of supplying sprinkling carts with 
water, but that the village maliciously re- 
fused to use them, but made use of the fire 
plugs, by which they were put out of order 
and an additional expense placed upon the 
company. 

Judge Jenkins today made a final. decree 
in the case of the National Foundry and 
pipe works limited against the Oconto Wa- 
ter company. The company is declared to 
be insolvent and its property is seques- 
tered, the proceeds to be divided among 
the creditors. It is held that the plaintiff 
and R. D. Wood & Co. have a prior right to 
the payment of $24,137 and $3,575 respect- 
ively, and that all the stock of the water 
company is held by 8S. D. Andrews and W. 
H. Whitcomb, who are liable for all debts 
to the amount of their unpaid stock, which 
is $100,000. A deed in trust to the Minne- 
apolis Trust company for $100,000 is pro- 
nounced void. -A. E. Smith of this city was 
made receiver, and is allowed $3,500 for his 
expenses. 

The Luscombe murder trial is coming to 
a close. The defense will put three wit- 
nesses on the stand tomorrow and will rest 
its case. Edward Baldwick, an ex-detect- 
ive, Attorney Henry Schults, Willie San- 
ger, and Cornelius Sanger told today of the 
threats which they heard Emil Sanger make 
against the life of Luscombé. 

It may be that the owners of vessel prop- 
erty and the Milwaukee Street railway 
company will be required to pay taxes this 
year in the manner prescribed by the old 
law, notwithstanding the new laws enact- 
ed by the last Legislature. Both the law 
providing for the new mode of assessing 
vessel property and the law greatly reduc- 
ing the taxes of the Milwaukee Street rail- 
way company, it is asserted, are unconsti- 
tu . The question came up in the meet- 
ing of the Board of Review, and that body 
passed resolutions seeking the settlement 
of the question by the City At .

PAN-AMERIOAN OONGRESS OF RELIG- 
ION AT TORONTO, 


Five Thousand Delegates Have Arrived 
and More Are on Their Way—Opening 
Exercises Are Held in the Horticultur- 
al Pavilion in the Afternoon—Addresses 
of Welcome Made by the Licut.-Gov. 
and the Mayor=—Dr, Smith Delivers an 
Eloquent Inaugural Address, 


Toronto, Ont., July 18.-——[Special.]—The 
delegates to the Pan-American Congress are 
flowing into Toronto in considerable num. 
bers. Secretary Sherin has opened an office 
at the Union Station to furnish information 
and direct visitors to their hotels or billets, as 
the ease may be. Among the first distin- 
guished arrivals today were: C.C. Bonney 
and Dr. Paul Carus of Chicago. Later the 
private car of A.B. Stickney arrived with 
Bishop Whipple, Dr. Wilcox, President Rog- 
ers of the Northwestern University, and oth- 


ers. From that on delegates of greater or 
lesser"im portance continued to reach the city, 

In an interview Mr. Bonney said: * Dur- 
ing the Columbian Exposition a series of 
gatherings known as the World’s Congtesses 
of 1898 was heldin Chicago. There were 
some 200 of these. Forty-six were on re- 
ligious subjects, of .which the Parliament of 
Religions was one. Then there were thirty- 
three congresses on education. I was Presi- 
dent of the whole series. The beneficial re. 
sults from all of» these gatherings was sd 
marked,. so far beyond expectation that 
it was decided not to let the work 
drop. This Pan-American Congress, there- 
fore, is the direct outeome of the Chica- 
go conferences. Being limited to a single 
week instead, of to six months, as were the 
World’s Congresses of 1893, the committee 
has acted” wisely in considering education 
and religion as the two great theres for dis- 
cussion. The congress will undoubtedly be a 
brilliant success in.every particular.’’ Mr, 
Bonney will be the guest of Mayor Kennedy, 

The Rev. Dr. Wilcox of Lafayette, Ind., is 
well known in Christian Endeavor work. 
‘*The organization,” he said, “is making 
great progress in all parts of the West and its 
growth is permanent and steady. While I 
have not noticed a great deal of general in- 
terest abroad in the present congress, still 
the proceedings will undoubtedly be closely 
followed by the thinking classes.”’ 

Where Members Are Lodged, 


One of the most interesting figures in con- 
nection with the congress is Henry Wade Rog- 
ers, President of the Northwestern University. 
Mr. Rogers was some years ago a prominent 
lawyer in Buffalo and then in Chicago, Pres- 
ident Rogers probably is the head of the great- 
est Methodist institution in the world. In an 
interview today he said that in the States the 
educational system of Ontario was looked.

Opening Exercises. 


The inaugural session of the’ congress 
opened at the Horticultural Pavilion this 
afternoon at 3 o'clock in the presence of 
several thousand citizens and delegates.. On 
the platfurm, which was handsomely deco. 
rated, sat Lieut.-Gov, Kirkpatrick, the Rev. 
Dr. 8. G. Smith of St. Paul, President of the 
congress, Mayor Konnedy, and many other 
distinguished persons. The chair was occu- 
pied by W. B. McMurrich, Q. C., of the Joint 
Local committee. Appropriate addresses of 
welcome were delivered by the Lieutenant- 
Governor, Mayor Kennedy, and the Rev. Dr. 
Thomas, after which the President of the 
congress and several other noted delegates 
made suitable replies. 

The Rev, Dr. Samuel G, Smith, President 
of the congress, returning thanks for the gen- 
erous welcome tendered them, referred in 
graceful terms to the way in which 
the SHritish and American flags were 
intertwined in the decorations, and 
amid applause expressed his hope 
that not until the crack of doom would the 
two be rent asunder, They were all English- 
men, he said; they were of the same language, 
the same race, the same institutions, the same 
sympathies, and same future. A hundred 
ears ago the Englishmen of the 

nited States had started out for 
themselves, and they thought that they had 
done well. If any other three millions had 
made a better job than they had in the last 
hundred years he would like to know of it. 

It was to help in the solving of these prob- 
lens that they were gathered together, It 
was a most significant gathering, 
he went on, for so many differ- 
ing churches and denominations to meet 
on the one platform of a common brother- 
hood.

patnces, and undeserved pove cries from its 
ayels of shame. Fierce and still fircer rises the 
clamor of men engaged in unnatural con- 
tests for the prizes of life. Out of social evils 
and incompleteness have arisen impossibie 
theories of social reorganization. Sociahsm and 
anarchy have sought, the one to monopolize all 
forms of power and to destroy the individual; 
the other to free the individual by pulling down 
the pillars of the social temple. Aspirit of 
secularism has grown out of the material ad- 
vances of the country. The relations of the tem- 
ple and the priest to commercial progress are 


not clearly seen. 

The modern gospel is preached by the moi- 
ern newspaper. The daily press for multitudes 
of poems takes the place of all other bibles, 
both sacred and secular. What new forms the 
old parables take on in this new bible of mod- 
ern journalism! It is certain at ail events this 
modern journalism escapes the charge of being 
Sunday-school literature. When the publish- 
ers hear now and then a timid complaint that 
they overload their crime columns and their 
sporting columns, they. sweetly reply: “ Per- 
haps you think you know how to run a news- 
paper, We make our paper to sell. and—it 
sells." So once again the newspaper vindicates 
itself by saying it is as good as the iow standards 
of the times will permit, and this is another way 
of saying that the disease is constitutional. 

But while these evils must continue our shame 
until cured, it may still be said that they are not 
the most significant features of the new life of 
our generation. Let us turn our thoughts to- 
word facts and forces filled with life and hope. 
One tremendous fact standing out perhaps above 
all others is that at last the world is swiftly mov- 
ing toward a cosmic civilization. In the past 
races have been differentiated and nations 
have come into being with a special mis- 
sion—incarnating a particular type of life. On 
the other hand, our age is seeking to realize the 
unity of man. The new paradise will be not far 
from where we now stand, and the new 
world which has given birth to so many new 
forces shall be also the home of the new man. 
This man shall rule, for the narrow and partial 
perish. The provincial is not only ridiculous, it 
is inefficient. The time of the universal has come. 
We are in the morning of the new day of a cosmic 
civilization. 

The men of thought feel the same influence as 
the men of action. and among the most significant 
facts of our new’ age is the anity Ps scienca. 
Whatever we may have to say about the 
tremendous modern word “evolution.” this 
much at least is plain: By the consent of all 
schools of thought, the universe must be consid- 
ered as a unit. The scientific method has 
brought in a communism of knowlege. The 
cientific method claims all fields for its own. 

t considers the possibilities of star dust, the 
history of the living ceil, the problems of 
mechanics and poetry and passion of literature. 
The scientific method, no longer content with 
the physical world, has entered the spiritual 
domain, and even the sacred documents have 
been subject to a merciless scrutiny. 

Mere traditionalism has received no severer 
blow than in the unfolding of the pew science of 
society. The science is far from having reached 
a mature development. The study of society not 
only includes the growth of institutions, their 
methods of growth. the forces which produce it 
but it has also considered in a new way the de- 
fective, dependent. and delinquent classes. 
These are they who fall out of the way, who are 
morally, socially, or physically weak, It has 
come to be seen that society must not only care 
for its unfortunes, but must also cure iteelt. 

This loads me to the consideration of the new 
thought about religion which has really made 
this congress possible. The new thoaght about 
[elizion is apart of the new system of values 

hich men are introducing. Theology is to less 
a noble and fascinating science than it ever was, 
but it has come to be seen that theology and re- 
ligion are by no means identical. There is a new 
gospel of religious utility, and it is found among 
the workers in all churches. The gospel of the 
Pharisee has gone forever. Priest and Levite 
who pass by on the other side are no longer 
priest or Levite to earnest modern life. The 
good Samaritan is pronounced orthodox. His 
heart of pity furnishes forth a holy chrism. His 
good deeds make hima citizen of the kingdom 
of heaven. 

Progress Toward Universal Unity. 

We have taken a survey of certain movements 
which make for unity. here is a broad unity in 
which the nations shall learn their mutual inde- 
pendence and shall each contribute to the wealth 
and glory of the other. The time will come when 
arbitration will no longer be argued about or 
pleaded for, but will become a necessity growing 
out ofthe fundamental common sense of man- 
kind. There are everywhere, also, indications of 
a coming unity of knowledge, when it will be 
recognized that the scholar, like every other man, 
can no lenger live unto himself. There are no 
fixed boundaries for any science. The specialist 
must furnish his material to the philosopher, 
and philosophy will be content with nothing less 
than the everlasting unities of truth. There is 
one eternal whose eternal thought is the 
living soul ofall intelligence. As the ra our 
God is one Lord, so the empire of tis truth can 
know neither confusion nor . Astronomy, 
bialegy, thee yey, sociology are his, and are 
varied expressions of one universal intellect and 
one imperial will. 

The Pan-American Congress of Religion and 
Education recognized these principles from the 
beginning when it placed upon one program the 
problems of religion, of education, and of phi- 
lanthropy. Inthe tims at the disposal of the 
congress it will only be possible to indicate some 
of the leading elements in the themes presen 
But the largeoutline undertaken indicates both 
the breadth and the unity of our design. 

No limitations have been laid upon the emi- 
nent men and women who. are to address. you, 
either as to the matter or manner of their dis- 
cussions. Even with most faithful loyalty to 
that profound courtesy which the occasion re- 
quires it cannot fail that much will be said quite 
alien to the thought and even tothe faith of 
many who listen. Nospeaker upon the platform 
4s responsible for any one except himself. This 
is also entirely in harmony with the method by 
which the world is moving towards its adjust- 
ments of peace. Unity can be accomplished by 
no spiritual legerdemain. In these days many 
are crying, lo here and lo there may found 
the heavenly kingdom of peace. Go ye not after 
them. Itis the business of each individual to 
seek honestly and edequately to express his indi- 
vidual life. There is nothing else possible to the 
human soul but to be faithful to its personal 
vision of the truth. 

The Rev. Prof. Clarke concluded the meet- 
ing with a brief but happily-expressed speech 
on the influence of the congress. Its 
basis, he said, was that unity is 
better than difference; men are long- 
ing to cast away their differences and 
recognize their brotherhood and common 
faith and common life. They would by meet- 
ing together get to understand what were the 
essential parts of their worship, belief, and 
conduct. This closed the meeting, and after 
the doxology had been sung and the benedic- 
tion pronounced the audience dispersed.

Saginaw, Mich., July 18.—[{Special.}—Lib- 
eral as was the patronage at the first three 
days of the grand circuit meeting, the at- 
tendance this afternoon surpassed it.

SAYS SPINKS IS A “ FOUR FLUSHER.” 


Tom Gallagher’s Opinion Not Flattering of 
His KRivalin Billiards. 

Tom Gallagher, when asked yesterday 
what he had to say in reply to the interview 
with W. A. Spinks, which appeared in yes- 
terday’s TRIBUNE, said: “Spinks has made 
a reputation issuing challenges behind 
which there was no money. A year ago last 
winter, in New York, he issued a challenge 
to play any ‘short stop’ in the country, but 
when a Philadelphian went to New York to 
accept in behalf of Ed McLaughlin Spinks’ 
money could not be found. Then Spinks 
came here. Near the close of the Ives-

Daly, 
Slosson, and Fournil were under contract 
to the Brunswick-Balke-Collender company 
and could not play on a Passow table, as 
Spinks knew. Maurice Daly offered to 
match me against Spinks or to hang up a 
purse for us if we would play in his [Daly's] 
academy. Spinks paid no attention to either 
proposition. Finally Abe Levy offered to 
back me to play on a Passow table. It was 
not accepted or answered. Spinks said he 
had money up [fn support of his challenge. 
When asked where and in whose hands it 
was he named the man who had promised to 
back him. That man, however, got into 
financial straits and said he would not put 
any more money on a billiard game. This 
information [ received from Frank Ives. 

“After the Schaefer-Ives game in New 
York Spinks. came to Chicago. I thought 
about following him here, but Dick Roche 
advised me to remain where I was unless I 
could get Spinks to put up a respectable 
forfeit. After that, when I had agreed to 
come here and play on anybody’s table, 
Spinks retired. Spinks is in my opinion the 
greatest four-flusher ever known in_ the 
billiard profession. I will not humiliate 
myself by challenging him, but if a chance 
be offered will play him for charity or coin.”

Saratoga, N. Y., July 18.—[Special.]—Ex- 
cellent weather and water this afternoon fa- 
vored the concluding contests of the twenty- 
third annual regatta of the National Asso- 
ciation of Amateur Oarsmen. Although the 
races did not begin until 8 o’clock crowds 
soon after the noon hour began moving in 
the direction of Saratoga Lake, and when 
the first race was called the number of spec- 
tators far exceeded those of yesterday. 
There were twenty-four entries on today’s 
card, but seven withdrew, including the 
Pennsylvanias in the senior double sculls, 
the Dauntless of New York in the intermedi- 
ate double sculls, the Minnesotas, the To- 
rontos, the Varunas of Brooklyn, and the 
Riversides of Massachusetts in the senior 
four-oared shell; also the Wachusetts of 
Massachusetts in the senior eight-oared 
shells. The intermediate single sculls and 
the senior single sculls were captured by 
the Canadians. The senior double sculls 
and the senior eight-oared shells were won 
by New York. The double sculls passed to 
the credit of Pennsylvania and New Jersey 
led the senior four-oared shells. It was a 
magnificent day’s racing, and in the closing 
event there was scarcely twenty feet dif- 
ference between the eight-oared Bohemi- 
ans, Tritons, and Minnesotas, which finished 
in the order named. The excitement at the 
finish was intense, and it was the brilliant 
closing of a most successful regatta. 

The day's sports opened with the senior 
double sculls, which was contested by repre- 
sentatives of the Toronto Rowing club, the 
Rat Portage [Ont.] Rowing club, and the 
Harlem Rowing club, New York City. The 
Harlems caught the start at a 36 stroke, fol- 
lowed by the Torontos at 36 and the Rat 
Portages at 40. At the half mile the Toron- 
tos went forward and the others were well 
up, but a moment later all were on even 
terms. The turning buoys, three-quarters of 
a mile, were first turned by the Torontos, 
next by the Harlems, the Rat Portages be- 
ing last. The Torontos made the racing up 
to the home water, when the others became 
threatening and ‘at the mile and a quarter 
passed the Canadians. The contest home 
was a most exciting one and elicited great 
cheering. The Harlems spurted to the front 
and crossed the finish line in 8:43, only a half 
length better than the Rat Portages, second, 
and a length further away came the Toron- 
tos, third and last. Hawkins of the Har- 
lems fainted after crossing the finish line, 
but speedily recovered. 


Canadian Wins the {ntermediate. 

There were three competitors in the in- 
termediate single sculls, including W. A. 
Fisher of the Varuna Boat club, Brooklyn; 
Joseph HoWbs of the Riverside Boat club, 
Cambridgeport, Mass.; and A. J. Jury Jr. 
of the Toronto Rowing club, Canada. Jury 
caught the signal and was pressed closely 
by Hobbs till the stake was turned, when 
Fisher improved his position and gradually 
came on. In the home water Hobbs fell 
back to third place. Jury increased his pace 
near the finish and crossed the line in 10 
minutes 30 seconds and was two good 
lengths better than Fisher, second, Hobbs 
being four open lengths further away. 

The intermediate double'sculls brought out 
the colors of the Crescent Boat club of Phil- 
adelphia, Pa.; the Harlem Rowing club of 
New York City, and the Institute Rowing 
club of Newark, N. J. The Harlems showed 
the way down to the turning stakes, when 
the Crescents forged ahead and took the 
lead. It was a lively race home, but the 
Crescents showed a half length lead over the 
finish, the Harlems second and three lengths 
in front of the Institutes, third. Time, 9 
minutes 24% seconds. 

There were only two starters in the race 
for the senior four-oared shells. They were 
the Winnipeg Rowing.club of Manitoba and 
the Institute Boat club of Newark, N. J. 
The Winnipegs led for over a mile and a 
quarter, when the Institutes gained the ad- 
vantage and won handily by a length in8 
minutes 43% seconds amid great cheering.

Government Authorities=Injunction by 
the Sate Court May Not Be Observed 
by the Representatives of the Govern- 
ment — Further Uprising of Indians 
Feared in Wyoming. 


Sioux City, Ia., July 18.—Capt. Beck re- 
ceived orders frow Washington tonight to see 
the United States District-Attorney for Ne- 
braska as to the course to pursue in regard to 
the State District Judge’s injunction against 
evictions. Beck was hot at the latest phase of 
the trouble. 

“If the men composing this mob at Pen- 
der,”’ he said, **expect to scare me they will 
be badly fooled. I know how to deal with 
mobs. The government intends to evict 
those settlers and it will be done, how, I am 
not going to eay, but it will be done.” 

Omaha, Neb., July 18.—({Special.]—W. E. 
Peebles and G. 8S. Harris left today for Pen- 
der with 100 shotguns, 100 rifles, and 5,Q00 
rounds of ammunition. They reached 
Pender this evening. A dispatch from Pen- 
der says when Sheriff Mullen reached the 
Winnebago agency Capt. Beck was in Sioux 
City. The writ of injunction was left at 
Beck’s office, a copy being gerved upon the 
Indian police. No evictions of land renters 
were made today. At Pender a paper was 
prepared and circulated amtng the business- 
men and best citizens of the town. One 
hundred signatures had been secured, each 
man pledging himself to the folowing: 

‘We the undersigned citizens and resi- 
dents of Thurston County agree to support 
the Sheriff of the said Thurston County in 
executing the orders of the State courts.”’ 

Each subscriber has agreed to supply him- 
self with a rifle and 100 cartridges, all to 
be placed at the disposal of Thurston Coun- 
ty in case Agent Beck persists in his deter- 
mination to ignore the order of the court. 

Evanston, Wyo., July 18.—Indian rumors 
have come from the vicinity of the late con- 
flict between the settlers and the Indians 
south of the Yellowstone Park and report the 
situation as critical. The Indians are con- 
centrating their forces in the neighborhood 
and it is feared trouble is brewing. Word 
from the Upper Green River reaches here 
that a large party of Indians are holding a 
sun dance near Boyd’s ranch. The Green 
River settlers are in a state of considerable 
excitement, as the ranches in that vicinity 
are isolated and far apart. The Indians 
would have no trouble if they chose to ex- 
terminate the ranchers. The mountains in 
that vicinity are full of Indian hunting par- 
ties and watch fires have been seen burning 
at intervals along the range. Scouts have 
been sent out. 

Washington, D. C., July 18.—The Commis- 
sion on Indian Affairs has sent the following 
dispatches to the agents at the Shoshone 
and Bannock reservations in Wyoming and 
Idaho, Indians from which are reported mak- 
ing trouble in the region south of the Yel- 
lowstone Park in Wyoming: 

“Teter, Indian Agent, Pocatello, Idaho: 
Gov. Richards of Wyoming telegraphs that 
nine Bannock Indians belonging to the Fort 
Hall Agency were arrested and one killed 
on or about the 15th instant at Marysville, 
Uintah County, Wyo., for wantonly killing 
game; that many other Indians are there 
threatening lives and property and settlers 
are moving away. Preceed at once to the 
scene of trouble and do all in your power to 
prevent further disturbances and to return 
absent Indians to reservations. If troops are 
needed to protect settlers or prevent open 
conflict advise me immediately. If you have 
any information now telegraph the same to 
me before starting. D. M. BROWNING,

REPRIMANDS MONTANA’S GOVERNOR, 


Judge Milburn Writes a Caustic Letter as 
to Excessive Pardons. 

Helena, Mont., July 18.—[Special. }—The 
unusual occurrence of a District Judge pub- 
licly reprimandimg a Governor is causing con- 
siderable excitement in this State. Judge 


George R. Milburn of Miles City. sitting on . 


the bench of the Seventh Judicial District, 
addressed a caustic letter to the State Board 


of Pardons. The letter is inspired by the no- . 


tice from the board that Gov. Rickards had 
granted a pardon to a man convicted in Judge 
Milburn’s court. The Judge wrote: 

I do not think it worth my time and labor to 
look the matterup, as we District Judges have 
had it clearly demonstra to us by the extraor- 
dinary wholesale pardont of criminals (in- 
cluding some of the most dangerous enemies of 
society) that we of the judiciary are only Com- 
missioners to take testimony for the use of lay- 
men, like our Governor, wherefrom he may ex- 
tract some reason satisfactory to himself for be- 
ing of the opinion that the law was 
violated inthe conviction of the unfortunate. 
The solemn judgment of the courts areof no 
weight in the personal or legal opinion of our 
Governor or at the Board of Pardons, as evi- 
denced by the contempt with which our judg- 
ments are treated. It now seems that a decent 
respect for ourselves as Judges must. in my opin- 
ion at least. cause me to decline to mak® any 
statement respecting Case No. 360, or any other. 


REPORTS OF ASSESSORS IN MONTANA, 


Real and Personal Property Valuations 
for the Year. 


Helena, Mont., July 18.—[Special.|—The 
State Board of Equalization has received 
from the Assessors of all the counties of Mon- 
tana their reports of property valuations, real 
and personal, for 1895. The increase in the 
total for this year over last year is small, less 
than $750,000. While the valuations of per- 
sonal property decreased $1,120,968 those 
of real property increased $1,880,004, show- 
ing a net increase of $659,036. The 
total assessment for the State is $104,370,- 
707. The figures on stock show there are 
more horses of all kinds in the State 
this year than last by 8,305. 
The numnber of common work horses de- 
creased 29.445; the number of range horses 
increased 37,840. This means either that the 
range stock has multiplied rapidly - in the ab- 
sence of a market for horses or that many 
work horses have been turned out on the 
range. There is an increase in the number of 
sheep. It amounts to 353,166. The number 
of cattle have also increased nearly 95,000. 
Hogs are barely making a stand off. The As- 
sessors report 190,000 horses, 2,580,000 
sheep, 764,000 cattle, 12,000 hogs.

PUNISH THE ELECTIONLAW VIOLATORS. 

Day before yesterday six men pleaded 
guilty to a charge of interfering with voters 
at the polling places of the Twenty-third 
Precinct of the Thirty-fourth Ward last 
November. Most of them were city em- 
ployés at that time, and the voters whom 
they tried to keep from the polls were Re- 
publicans. From the Hopkins standpoint 
these bulldozers were “efficient employés’’ 
because they did active political work. But 
their peculiar qualifications did not com- 
mend them to the reform administration, 
and they were dismissed summarily. They 
are among the ‘‘good men’’ whom the Demo- 
crats say it was a shame to deprive of their 
places. 

These offenders against the election laws 
will be brought up for sentence tomorrow. 
The Judge can either fine them or send them 
to the penitentiary for from one to three 
years. If they are fined their Democratic 
friends will raise the money and the bull- 
dozers themselves will not suffer. If they 
are sent to the penitentiary there will be no 
vicarious aténement, but it will be impressed 
on them profoundly that it is hazardous to 
interfere with the political rights of others. 
When it is known that men are sent to Joliet 
for keeping men from voting there will be 
peace at the polls. 

A good deal of the moral effect of these 
prosecutions has been lost because punish- 
ment has been so slow in coming. The of- 
fenses to which these men feel obliged to 
plead guilty, so overwhelming is the testi- 
mony against them, were committed in No- 
vember, eight and a half months ago. Dur- 
ing more than half that time most of them 
were in the employ of the city, doing little 
or no work and getting large pay. Their 
punishment should have trodden more close- 
ly on the heels of their offenses. 

There are others who are even more for- 
tunate than they. About a ‘dozen persons 
charged with bulldozing last November 
have been granted continuances to Septem- 
ber. Those ef them who do not run away 
before then may ask for further continu- 
ances and probably will get them. But even 
if they do not, tem months will have inter- 
vened between the commission of the al- 
leged offense and the day of trial. That is 
too long. Laws never are fully respected 
when a penalty for a breach of them is so 
slow in coming. 

- The blame for such unconscionable delays 
as these belongs partly to the administrators 
of the law, but. chiefly to the law itself. It 
favors postponements apparently so that 
the witnesses for the State may die or move 
away,._.It is wonderful how hazy the mem- 
ory of a witness gets often when the friends 
of a defendant have had a chance to plead 
with him for months and urge him not to 
be hard on the culprit. The law should be 
amended so that speedier trials may be se- 
cured. 


ELECTRIC RAILROAD LOCOMOTION. 

The power of the electric current to haul 
freight and passenger trains was success- 
fully exhibited last Tuesday through the 
belt line tunnel at Baltimore. The electric 
motor drew the ponderous load of twenty- 
six freight’ cars, each weighted down to the 
utmost, and two large locomotives which 
were used to draw the train after it had 
passed out’ of the tunnel. The load pulled 
amounted to at least 1,400 tons, and it was 
moved easily at a speed of nearly forty 
miles an hour, though the full power was 
not put on the electric locomotive. The trial 
Was a pronounced success, but it is too early 
to assert that it proves the problem of using 
electricity as a motive power on the railroad 
has been completely solved. 

The Baltimore belt line ts a branch of the 
Baltimore and Ohio system. It begins at 
Camden Station, in South Baltimore, and 
extends in a northeasterly direction for six- 
teen and a half miles to Bayview Junction, 
in the suburbs, where it joins the main road. 
Its construction cost seven and a half mill- 
ion dollars, or about $190 per foot, this high 
cost being rendered hecessary by the tunnel 
work and approaches. The tunnel is in 
two sections, one of 835 feet and one of 300 
feet in length, most of the first section being 
under one of the main business streets and 
directly below several large buildings. The 
use of the electrical equipments was deter- 
mined on for the purpose of avoiding smoke 
and gas in the tunnel work. These emis- 
sions from the ordinary steam locomotive 
would render the air in the tunnel so foul 
as to affect passengers, and would be dif- 
ficult to expel.. Hence electric traction was 
regarded as especially desirable only in the 
tunnels and within the city limits, and the 
steam locomotive performs the work for 
the rest of the journey. But it is generally 
understood that this is a preliminary step 
to using electricity as a motive power on 
the whole of the line between Baltimore 
and Washington if the service now insti- 
tuted comes up to expectations. 

The belt line is equipped with what is 
known as the trough conduit system. Over 
each track is a trough suspended by means 
of chains of iron rods resembling a series 
of cables. The trough is made of light metal 
and has a Z-shaped channel in which travels 
a metallic shoe or slide that is attached to 
the top of the trolley rod, the connection be- 
ing a sliding one, and not effected by means 
of a rolling wheel. Two motors are to be 
employed at first, cach weighing ninety-five 
tons complete. Connected with each axle 
on the motor is a 320 horse-power current 
machine, with sufficient wire wound upon it 
to transmit 700 volts safely, though but 550 
volts are needed for ordinary work. The 
brakes are operated by compressed air. It 
is calculated that each motor can pull a train 
of day coaches and Pullman sleepers, weigh- 
ing in all about 550 tons with the steam joco- 
motive, at the rate of 35 to 40 miles per hour, 
while for 
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| agers are responsible, and one almost may ove long will be found to be the first of 


many, for it is stated that some most im- 
portant improvements have been made since 
a test was made of the relative traction 
power of steam and electricity at the 
World’s Fair in this city two years ago. At 
that trial steam came out ahead, but the 
electric engine then used was in a crude 
state, being tHe first of its kind ever built, 
and it is believed that the ruling would be 
reversed if a test were made u der the 
altered conditions of today. The most skill- 
ful electricians in this country have been 
consulted in regard to electric traction on 
the Baltimore line, and it is understood that 
on its success depends the awarding of con- 
tracts to the amount of millions of dollars. 
The matter is one of great interest to every 
railroad corporation in the United States, 
for if it be found that electric traction is bet- 
ter and more economical than that by steam 
they will be forced by competition to adopt 
it for themselves.

The result of the election Wednesday in 
the Southport Division of Lancashire, En- 
gland, will be received with general pleas- 
ure in Chicago. The Rt.-Hon. George 
N. Curzon was returned as against 
Sir H. S&S. Naylor-Leyland by 764 ma- 
jority, a handsome gain for the Con- 
servative member. Mr. Curzon, in one 
sense at least, belongs to Chicago, 
by virtue of his marriage with Miss Mary 
Leiter. His competitor, Mr. Naylor-Ley- 
land, is half a Cleveland man, through his 
marriage with @ beautiful lady of that city. 
Both the wives took an active part in the 
campaign, and accompanied their husbands 
throughout the exciting scenes of the con- 
test. As might have been expected, the 
Chicago gjrl has won, though she is new to 
the serious business of English campaign- 
ing. 

The contest was not without its exciting 
features. Personalities were plentiful. It 
was even charged that the Cleveland girl's 
husband was knighted by Lord Rosebery 
because he had resigned his seat in Parlia- 
ment as a Unionist and announced himself 
a Liberal. This was tantamount to a 
charge that he had purchased his new honor 
of knighthood. No such charge could lie 
at the doors of the Chicago girl’s husband, 
who is on the way to the peerage, and in all 
probability to still higher honors than those 
which he now enjoys. A dispatch from 
London says: “‘The tw@ candidates, ac- 
companied by their wives, drove about ral- 
lying their forces, and ‘great squads of men 
and women cyclists, as well as horses and 
rigs, were to be seen on all sides wearing the 
favors of the rival politicians. Ali the bi- 
cyclists had their party colors streaming 
from their handle bars, and the Curzon 
riders formed an escort for Mr. and Mrs. 
Curzon,while the Naylor-Leyland wheelmen 
formed themselves into a bodyguard for 
the purpose of cheering on their candidate.” 
Notwithstanding the excitement of the con- 
test, the violent enthusiasms of the océa- 
sion were confined to a raid upon the Nay- 
lor-Leyland bicyclists by Curgon follow- 
ers with a wheelbarrow, upsetting them 
right and left. Fortunately neither the 
Cleveland nor Chicago girl was  be- 
smeared with mud or pelted with rotten

er district. It was a square, straight fight, 
and the Chicago girl’s husband won. With 
regrets for the Cleveland girl will be min- 
gled hearty congratulations for the Chicago 
girl at the outcome of her first experience 
in English political contests.

APOLOGISTS FOR THE RACE GAMBLERS 

THE TRIBUNE has not much patience with 
the arguments set forth in its sporting col- 
umns on behalf of race-track gambling by 
unscrupulous hotelkeepers and alleged “‘rail- 
road men.” THe TRIBUNE has no sympathy 
with apologists for this demoralizing busi- 
ness, and it does not believe that any reputa- 
ble hotel or railroad men are working to 
have it reopened. If there are any hotels 
which depend upon the patronage of race- 
track gamblers, touts, blacklegs, and swin- 
dlers for a continued existence they do not 
deserve and will not have the patronage of 
decent people. THE TRIBUNE does not believe 
there are many reputable hotelkeepers who 
want these gambling dens to flourish, If it be 
true that there are hotels in Chicago which 
cannot keep open without the support of the 
swindlers who “‘follow the races,”’ the soon- 
er they shut up the better. If there are any 
railroads which cannot make money without 
conveying blacklegs and their victims to 
and from race tracks the sooner they go into 
bankruptcy the better. 

THE TRIBUNE has no faith in the apologies 
that have been made either in the interests 
of the race-track gamblers themselves or in 
the interests of alleged and probably myth- 
ical hotel and railroad men eager to increase 
their gains by catering to those who are en- 
gaged in the corruption of youth and the 
fleecing of the gullible persons who walk 
into the traps provided for them. Tuer 
TRIBUNE regards these race-track gambling 
resorts as the most vicious, dangerous, and 
demoralizing form of public gambling, and 
any “hotel” men or “railroad’’ men who are 
petitioning for the reopening of these places 
should be blacklisted as enemies of the com- 
munity in which they do business.

THE TAX LEVY LARGE ENOUGH. 

Yesterday the Senate adopted the report 
of the special Committee on State Revenue, 
which is to the effect that the present Legis- 
lature has made provision for sufficient rev- 
enue to meet its appropriations. The figures 
submitted by the committee, which show 
that there will be a surplus instead of a 
deficit, even though not a cent should be col- 
lected under the inheritance tax, had. more 
weight with the Senate than the partisan 
figures submitted by Altgeld in defense of 
his allegation, made solely for partisan pur- 
poses, that the Legislature had failed to do 
its duty. 

Three weeks ago the Auditor made a re- 
port in which he figured out a deficiency of 
$454,000 on the Ist of July, 1897. It was 
shown at the time that he had overstated 
expenses and understated receipts. So he 
has revised his figures and estimates now 
the deficiency at $200,000. But he puts down 
among the liabilities: “Expenses special ses- 
sion Thirty-ninth General Assembly, $150,- 
000." ‘That is to say, if Altgeld had not 
called a special session there would have 
been, if his figures were correct, a deficiency 
of only $50,000, which is too small to be 
worth bothering about. So it appears Alt- 
geld is responsible for three-fourths of the 
Auditor’s alleged deficiency. 

While that officer’s estimates are not to be 
trusted, the data given by him from the rec- 
ords can be. It appears that July 1, 1891, 
there was in the Treasury $4,470,000. At 
that time the Republicans were looking aft- 
er the finances. 
$3,040,000 in the Treasury. The Democrats 
had. been in power theh only a few months 


everything their pwn way and as a conse- 


quence the amount of money on hand July 1, 


1895, was only $898,000.

when in power kept the Treasury supplied 
with money, there is no reason to believe 
they will fail to do so now. No one need be 
alarmed by the .Auditor’s statement that 
there will be a Geficiency of $200,000, by the 
Demiocratic committee’s report that it will 
be $1,100,000, or by Altgeld’s allegation that 
it will be $1,500,000, The discrepancies in the 
figures show they do not know what they 
are talking about. 


THE DIFFERENCE EASILY EXPLAINED. 

The New York Mail and Express, like the 
other papers of that city, views with undis- 
guised uneasiness all the statistics which 
show the growth of Chicago in population, 
wealth, or anything else. They read such 
figures with as much interest and appre- 
hension as do the members of a college 
boat club the reports of the perfect training 
and fine condition of a rival organization. 
This is not displeasing to Chicagoans. That 
New York nervousness is an omen of vic- 
tory. 

The Mail and Express has run across some 
“official statistics’ from which it appears 
that “with an alleged population of 1,640,- 
000" Chicago uses daily 238,500,000 gallons 
of water, while “with 1,900,000 population” 
New York uses daily only 183,000,000 gallons, 
Or, in other words, the Eastern city uses 
only 95 gallons per capita daily, while the 
Western one uses 145. Accepting these fig- 
ures as correct the New York paper attempts 
to explain this daily watery majority of 
55,500,000 gallons in such a way as not to 
wound the feelings of its constituents and 
to convince them. that it is greatly to their 
credit to use only 95 gallons per person. It 
says: 

Of course Chicago is a very dirty place indeed. 
The soot of the town creates a perennial boom in 
the laundry business, and laundries use much 
water. The average visitor within her precincts 
is apt to need an identification card and much 
scrubbing after a brief stay in the foul atmos- 
phere. The city maintains a lake as one,of her 
‘‘ places of interest,’ and this naturally calls for 
a considerable and steady flow to prevent drying up 
during the warm weather. A great quantity of 
water is necessarily used to float the municipal 
bonds, and the watered stock of many of the 
largest corporations is also a source of vast con- 
sumption. 

The Mail and Express rejects the unflat- 
tering explanation that New-Yorkers do 
not use sufficient water, *‘ for our citizens 
bear with them in their daily life a habituai 
cleanliness which is known to Chicago only 
on Sunday—and then for a few hours,” 
and announces in conclusion that— 


We are reluctantly foreed to the belief that 
this stupendous disappearance of water is due to 
one or both of two catises: The Chicagoan takes 
too much water in his whisky or the fearful heat 
of the city causes an unusual evaporation. Has 
the town any other excuse that will hold water? 

There are several other excuses—or, to 


speak more correctly, explanations, for a 
city which apologizes for tke quantity of 
water it uses gives evidence thereby that it 
is by no means convinced that cleanliness 
is next to godliness. Of these explanations 
the New York paper which is pleased by 
the smaller consumption’ of water in that 
city can select the one which suits it the 
most. 


In the first place, the population of chi” 


cago has been underestimated, and conse- 
quently the number of gallons used per 
capita somewhat overstated. There is not 
at this time a difference of a quarter of a 
million between the populations of the two 
cities. New York may be a few thousands 
ahead at this time, but that is chiefly be- 
cause it is in the daily receipt of thousands 
of immigrants, a large percentage of whom 
stay there. Many of them come from por- 
tions of the Old World where the use of 
water for personal purification is looked on 
as dangerous. All the residents of this city, 
on the other hand, have become American- 
ized, and are not afraid of a bathtub. 

New York is a city of tenement houses, 
one almost touching the other. Chicago is 
a city of individual homes, surrounded by 
broad expanses of green lawns and re- 
splendent flower-beds. Umbrageous trees 
line the pleasant streets, Chicago is truly 
a city in a garden. All these things con- 
sume much water. Trees and plants must 
drink or die, and the beer and whisky with 
which New-Yorkers irrigate themselves on 
those days when Mr. Roosevelt allows them 
to do so will not sustain vegetable life. Of 
course, it is expensive to keep the city in 
its verdant blossoming condition, but Chi- 


| cagoans do not mind that if they can make 


their city attractive. 

But the chief reason why Chicagoans use 
individually more water than New- Yorkers, 
as they unquestionably do, is the superior 
quality of the fluid supplied them. That 
which they get is cold, clear, and pure. It 
is drawn from the still depths of a pellucid 
lake where the temperature hardly varies 
throughout the year. It reaches the con- 
Sumers unheated by the sun or the summer 
winds. The water supplied to the New- 
Yorkers is the accumulated drainage of the 
Croton basin, which is allowed to stand in 
shallow reservoirs till it has precipitated a 
part of its impurities, but has become luke- 
warm and insipid. It has been parbdiled, 
and it is almost impossible to drink it until 
it has been iced, When a New-Yorker 
wishes it understood that he has a peculiar- 
ly, distasteful job to attend to he says “I 
am going to drink Crotan water.”’ 

As a beverage water is almost unused in 
New York except by the very poor or the 
inmates of penal institutions, Whisky and 
beer are the thirst-allayers. But in Chica- 
go all drink water. It is so cheering and 
refreshing. So excellent is the quality that 
millions of gallons are barreled and sent 
off as mineral water. There is such a de- 
mand for it abroad that the inhabitants 
do not. always have enough for themselves; 
they are complaining at this time of an in- 
sufficient supply, and several millions of 
dollars are to be expended soon for their 
benefit. 

There are other reasons why Chicago uses 
more water than New York, but the above 
are sufficient. They show how puerile are 
the attempted explanations of the Mail and 
Express, whose editor probably imports 
Lake Michigan water for family use. 

REVOKE A FEW LICENSES. 

Some saloonkeepers charged with keeping 
open their places after midnight were 
brought before Justice Kehoe for trial. He 
discharged them because thére was no evi- 
dence presented to show that they were 
selling liquor.. This was an improper de- 
cision, because. the ordinance they were 
charged with violating provides that “no 
person shall keep open any saloon, bar- 
room, or tippling-house between the hours 
of 12 0’clock mifinight and 5.a. m.” 

This decision is distasteful to the police, 
who are trying to break up the all-night re- 
sorts, which are tenanted chiefly by vicious 
characters and which are responsible for a 
great deal of crime. A rigid enforcement of 
the ordinance which has the approval of all 
reputable saloonkeepers would make the 
protection of persons and property an easier 
task for the police. 

There is another way of punishing the men 
who insist on keeping open after midnight, 
and it does not require the assistance of a 
Justice of the Peace. It is one of the condi- 
tions of a liquor license that the licensee 
shall observe and keep all ordinances then 
in force or thereafter to be passed. It is 
provided also that “any license may be re- 
voked by the Mayor upon written notice 
whenever it shall appear to his satisfaction 
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keeper cannot help himself, for the courts 


have decided that where a person accepts a 


license which the Mayor can revoke for 
cause at his discretion he has no redress In 
case of a revocation. So if the Mayor will 
take away the licenses of a few men who 
keep open after midnight—and who do so for 
no other purpose than to sell liquor, for a 
dry bar-room has no visitors—there will be 
no further trouble. Other saloonkeepers 


will obey the law, no matter how much they 


may dislike doing so. 


It is stated in a Washington dispatch that 
if the Supreme Court had not laid violent 
hands on the income tax law the receipts 
thereunder would have amounted to at least 
$45,000,000 and perhaps $50,000,000, of which 
the New England and Middle States would 
have paid two-thirds and the Western and 
Southern sections about one-sixth each. 
The New England and Middle States, in- 
cluding Maryland and Delaware, have a 
population of about eighteen and a half 
millions, or 30 per cent of the total popula- 
tion of the United States. The Supreme 
Court in its opinion said that it was lawful 
for Congress to levy an income tax, but 
that it must be apportioned on the basis of 
population in the manner provided by the 
Constitution. If Congress had attempted 
to raise forty-five millions by an income tax 
law framed in a proper way the eighteen 
and a half millions of people mentioned 
above would have paid $13,500,000. The un- 
constitutional law devised by a Democratic 
Congress would have made them pay $30,- 
000,000, while the Southern States, which, 
having about the same population, should 
have paid the same amount, would not have 
been required to contribute more than seven 
and a half millions. These figures show 
why the Southern members were so warm in 
the advocacy of their income tax law and 
so angry when the Supreme Court knocked 
the life out of it. They were endeavoring to 
overtax one section of the country so that 
their section might be undertaxed.

Madden as Chairman of the Finance com- 
mittee, The work of reorganization will be 
commenced at once.

The impurity is 
shown in the lines devoted to free ammonia, 
albuminoid ammonia, nitrates, chlorides, and 
bacteria. The amount of bacteria is not serious, 
for most of it is in suspended matter and is not 
the kind that produces fevers and disease. Filter- 
ing or boiling would render the worst samples 
absolutely harmless. The analysis is most alarm- 
ing in showing the possibility of disease develop- 
ment rather than in its actual presence. There 
are more than the normal number of cases of 
dysentery and typhoid-fever in South Chicago 
just now, and naturally the analysis of the drink- 
ing water is for that reason more closely scrutin- 
ized than before.

It was accompanied by vivid 

lightning and a brisk wind, and there was 

some apprehension lest linbs of trees should 


They Are Quiet and Orderly at Ishpemin

However, the 
wind did not become so violent, and an hour 
loter the sun shone brightly over the camp. 

The most interesting event of the day from 
a strictly military standpoint was the battle 
exercise on the rifle range, beginning at 8:30 
in the morning.

The 
final movement was the charge of the entire 
regiment under command of Col, Turner, 
Ammunition was used only in the later move- 
ments. Those who witnessed the exercises 
were fairly weil pleased with the execution of 
the several maneuvers. 

At 4:30 this afternoon the regiment passed 
in review before the Governor and'staff. The 
ground was alittle soft on account of the 
rain which fell an hour before, but that did 
not interfere with an excelient military show- 
ing. Battery D with its helmets and wearing 
red plumes was a striking part of the exhibi- 
tion. The work of the day was concluded 
with the usual dress parade in the evening. 
Tomorrow morning will be: devoted to a bat- 
tle exercise on the range, when the whole 
regiment will be brought into requisition. 
There wili be athietic events on the parade 
ground and some voluntary target practice.

By enforcing the law one of the twoends wili be 
accomplished. Ejithertne law will ve made so 
obnoxious that its repeal will be provided for 
or the people will eventually submit to it with 

grace. | 

Take Cincinnati, for instance. There we have 
-arigid excise law. It is also enforced as strictly 
as possible. Every Sunday our police make 
many arrests for violation of the law, but it 
never amounts to much because the cases are 
nolle prossed in court the next morning. Sun- 
days all the tdoors are tightly closed and 
the blinds drawn. but tne side doors may be 
open. The reason the cases never amount to 
anything is becaus3 the one under arrest can de- 
mand atrial by jury. That involves a great deal 
of expense, and you are pretty sure to get one or 
’ two men on the jury who are in sympathy with 
the defendant.

which, it was said, was unwilling to pay the 


“es ~~~patte demanded by bankers for steriimg ex- 


ebange. This fact was seized upon by specu- 
lators and“ handed back and forth, but it 
failed to expand. Inquiry soon developed 
the fact that the firm of W. H. Cross- 
man <& Bro.. coffee merchants, No. 
77 Broad street, had a large payment to 
make in Logdon, and were considering which 
* would be more advantageous, to inake it in 
gold or in bilis of exchange. A meinber of 
the firm admitted this much, saying i* was 
entirely a question of the rate at which ex- 
change could be bought, but that nothing 
further could be said on the subject‘until to- 
morrow. The amount of the shipment was 
reported on the street to be $1,000,000, but 
that report was not verified. In other quar- 
ters it was said that the remittance was more 
likely to be only $250.000. 

Syndicate bankers declined to discuss the 
question of a possible shipment of gold of 
the character mentioned. They said it was a 
question entirely for the remitters; that every 
purchase of exchange in large amounts of 
that charcter was an individual transaction 
that stood by itself and was governed by the 
circumstances entering into the negotiation 
therefor. Ina purely business transaction of 
that sort the rate was the question considered, 
due allowance being made for the additional 
risk, trouble, and inconvenience caused in re- 
mitting gold ins of exchange. 

This afternoon indications were that no 
one would ficd it more advantageous tu ship 
gold Saturday instead of exchange, as de- 
mand sterling exchange was offered at 489% 
plus commission, which made it 489 4-5.

FRAUD IN THE GINSENG INDUSTRY. 
Unserupulous Tradesmen Threaten to 
Ruin the Trade. 

New York, July 18.—{Special.]—The gin- 
seng industry in the United States and Canada, 
amounting to $5,000,000 annually, is threat-. 
ened with ruin through the rascality ofa 
smart lot of unscrupulous tradesmen. The 
plant grows wild in nearly every section of 
the United States, New York and Canada 
produce the choicest of the American root. 
The domestic root sells all the way from $2 
to $10 a pound. New York is the center of 
the trade. Ihe mercantile buyers are all 
rich Chinamen. Heretofore the trade has 
gone on without a hitch beyond the discovery, 
of petty fraud on the part of innocent 
countrymen. But within the last three or 
four weeks a far more extensive and danger- 
ous fraud has been exposed. The discovery 
was made by the Chinese buyers themseives. 
In louking over some lots of root they found 
scattered through the genuine ginseng a 
quantity of Japanese ginseng which selis for 
only 30 cents a pound. Further investiga- 
tion showed that from 10,000 to 20,000 
pounds of the Japanese stuff had been mixed 
with the American ginseng. It is believed 
the country is flooded with the counterfeit ar- 
ticle, It is asserted that unless a check is put 
to the fraud the legitimate industry will in 
all likelihood be destroyed. 


TROUBLE OVER “MERCURY” SALE, 


Purchaser Alleges He Was Deceived and 
Appeals to the Courts. 

New York, July 18.—-[Special.]—Harvey 
M. Le Follette, who last April purchased the 
property of the Mercury Publishing company, 
obtained today from Judge McAdam in the 
Superior Court a temporary injunction re- 
straining William Cauldweil, Wiliam Noble, 
and Thomas Ball from disposing of certain 
bonds and securities valued at $50,000. The 
action is brought by Mr. Le Follette to 
rescind the purchase by him of the Daily and 
Sunday Mercury on the ground of misrepre- 
sentation and fraud on the part of the defend- 
ants. The plaintiff bought the plant and 
good will for $130,000, paying $20,000 in 
cash. He also advanced $7,000 and deposit- 
ed securities to the amount of $50,000 and 
indorsed obiigations for the rest of the pur- 
chase money. He alleges that he was de- 
ceived as to the circulation and general con- 
dition of the newspaper. He says the actual 
weekly deficit over the receipts was $2,000.

Call for Copvention of Friends of Propor- 
tional Representatives. 

New York, July 18.—The American Pro- 
portional Representative League, through a 
Committee of Arrangements, consisting of 
William Dudley Foulke, Richmond, Ind., 
President of the league; Simon Sterne, New 
York; Daniel S. Remsen, New York; Stough- 
ton.Cooley, Chicago; M. N. Forney, Secre- 
tary, New York, and under the auspices of 
the New York branch of the league have is- 
sued a call for a conference of 
the friends and advocates of propor- 
tional representation to be held at 
Saratoga Springs, N. Y., beginnmg Tuesday, 
Aug. 20, and continuing through the two 
succeeding days. The object which the two 
organizations named have im view is the call 
of States tu give electors greater freedom in 
the selection of candidates, to give greater 
dignity and permanence to public careers, 
and to enable ali considerable bodies of voters 
in any district having like views and interests 
to elect one or more representatives.

SILVER MEN APPARENTLY NOT SURE 
OP THEIR GROUND. 


They Want to See What the Old Parties 
Will Do Before Starting a New Party= 
Little Done at the Opening of the Con- 
ference Yesterday=Smooth Speech by 
Congressman Acklin—Controller Eckels 
Says the Fiatists Are Fast Losing Pres- 
tigeHarvey's Fallacies. 

The silver leaders are not ready to form a 
new political party. A campaign of educa- 
tion, organization, crytallization seemed to 
be favored by the men who are attending the 
conference which opened yesterday at the 
Auditorium rather than a launching out _ 
an ressive fight by means of a new party. 
There is also prt in the silver ranks that 
the white metallites must also wait and see 
what stand the old parties will take on the 
question before any radical step is taken. = 

“ Party ties are too strong in many States, 
said Congressman Acklen of Tennessee. who 
is one of the delegates, **to warrant any at- 
tempt at forming a new party. The people 
are with us and we must wait until their re- 
spective political parties refuse to recog nize 
the coinage of silver before we ask them to 
break those ties and cast their Jots with the 
fortunes of a new party.” 

This sentiment is regarded as the keynote 
of the entire situation. 

Controller Eckels, who arrived in the city 
last night, said he considered this conven- 
tion the last dying kick of the silver agita- 
tion with which the country has been overrun. 
Mr. Eckels is en route to Ottawa, his old 
home. When asked his opinion of the silver 
convention he said : 

** My understanding is thatin the silver con- 
vention which met in Memphis a committee 
was appointed consisting of three silver Sen- 
ators, among whom was Senator Jones. This 
committee advised calling a meeting in Wash- 
ington. The original intention was to 
hold a mass convention there, but re- 
cently Senator Jones announced that sim- 
ply for the purpose of getting together, 
men from various States formed a 
committee from the Democratic party 
and that this committee would undertake to 
see that silver should be given a showin the 
Natioral convention. 

Weary of the Silver Agitation. 

“The information that we received at 
Washington is that not only in the South, but 
throughout the entire country generally the 
silver agitation is fast dying out. I think this 
convention held in Chicago is one of the last 
dying kicks. The truth of the matter is that 
in order to maintain a successful agitation of 
the silver question there must be in the 
country a great deal of i idleness. 
Now instead of idleness we have en- 
joyed a constant increase in the 
volume of business. Wages and prices of 
agricultural produce have -risen, and the re- 
sult is that the very arguments which such 
men as W. H. Harvey set forth are contra- 
dicted by present conditions. As we passed 
through Pennsylvania it seemed. as if the 
whole State was aflame, so numerous were 
the furnaces in the iron district. Again, the 
present circulation of national bank notes is 
greater than it has been for seven or eight 
years,” 

‘* Speaking of silver, how do, you regard 
the Horr-Harvey debate with respect to its 
nfluence on the silver opinion of the coun- 
try?’ was asked. 


‘*T do not think it will have any influence,’, 


answered Mr. Eckels. “My own opinion jis 
that itisa hippodrome, It is the last kick, 
as I remarked before. Ido not think any 
well-informed student of finance can doubt 
that even among the silver people tnemselves 
the white metal cause is waning. It was only 
recently that several silver Senators in Wash- 
ington conceded that the return of prosperity 
and the prospects of heavy crops throughout 
the country were fatal to the 

success of the silver cause. 

ural prices . have risen, 

has been no increase in the price of silver; the 
result is that the silver people are having all 
kinds of trouble showing their relation one to 


another. 
Harvey’s Book Ridiculed. 


“The silver people exhausted themselves 
when they announced Harvey’s financial 
school as the book to which they pinned 
their faith. This book is so full of misstate- 
ments and so specious in argument that it 
called forth a deluge of literature on the 
money question from _ intelligent people 
who have devoted their lives to the study of 
the subject. The result will be that the 
silver agitation will not last as long as did the 
greenback agitation. There is no difference 
in the two situations except in degree. The 
greenback people set their seal to a belief ina 
fiat of the government worth practically 
nothing, while the silver people advocate a 
dollar which is not worth 100 cents. I am 
convinced the return of good times has killed 
the silver cause,” 

The conference which met informally yes- 
terday afternoon was called by the Executive 
committee appointed at the Memphis silver 
convention. Jotin K. Godwin of Memphis is 
the Chairman of that body and Congressman 
Acklen of Nashville the Secretary, Among 
those present are: Indiana, Anson Wolcott; 
Illinois, Henry W. Miller; Kansas, H. L. Tay- 
lor; South Dakota, Senator R. F. Pettigrew, 
John R. Godwih presided, and in open- 
ing the meeting he read a paper tracing 
the organization of the frée silver movement. 
Each of the representatives then briefly 
summed up the situation in his respective 
State, maintaining that despite the assertion 
of the press the sentiment in favor of free 
coinage was growing, 

Congressman Ackien then addressed the 
conference on the subject of organization. He 
advised the continuation of organization and 
agitation, saying: 

latone time believed my party. the Demo- 
cratic party, would declare in its next national 

nvention for the restitution of silver. I do not 

ink sonow. The resalt in the Kentucky con- 
vention showed the tremendous influence and 
power of the administration in riding roughshod 
over the true sentiment of the party. Every 
effort of the administration is going to be 
brought to bear upon the party conventions 
North and South, and the result will be a gold 
declaration for a gold standard, or its equiva- 
lent, in the next national convention. The true 
policy of the siiver people is to organize and be 
in readiness for separate litical action next 
summer. With the great silver sentiment in the 
Democratic and the Republican parties aid the 
unanimous silver sentiment in the Populist 
party a party can be formed that will carry, the 
election against the gold dominated parties.

GEORGIA SILVER MEN IN SESSION. 


Senator Morgan Delivers an Address~-Ex- 
Senator Walsh the President, 
Griffin, Ga.. July 18.—The Georgia Bi- 
metallic State convention met here today. It 
was called to order by Judge John Hunt 
of this city, President of the local 
Silver League, Ex-United States Senator 
Patrick Walsh of Augusta was made 
Permanent Chairman of the convention, and 
also President of the State Bimetallic League. 
The displeasure of some of Democratic 
delegates at the presence of a large number 
of Populists showed itself early when Dele- 
gate Gardner of Pike arose and protested 
against Populists being allowed a voice in the 
proceedings. remarks were greeted with 
applause, ee 
Senator Morgan delivered an address. He 
began by saying that he came to the meeti 
as a Democrat, **in Democratic harness an 
by authority of the settled creed, to advocate 
Democratic principles as old and as sound as 
the great national party. I am here,” he 
went on, “‘asa disciple of Jefferson, Madi- 
son, and Jackson and many others of our 
consecrated fathers to speak in detense of an 
act of Congress that was approved by 
George Washington in 1792 for the 
free coinage of silver, which was reénacted 
in 1867 and was approved by Andrew 
Jackson, President of the United States, and 
was stabbed below the fifth *rib by John 
Sherman in 1873, and was left for dead. The 
Senator said that he, as a Democrat,, advo- 
cated the reénactment of the free coinage 


Jaw of 1837. Referring to the record of t 


vote of Senator Hill of New York for free 
coinage at the rate of 16 to 1, Senator Mor: 
gan said the vote was cast in a Pickwickian 
sense. Speaking of Secretary Carlisle, the 
Senator said he was not chosen as a Cabinet 
officer until he had changed front on the sil- 
ver question. 

Mr. Morgan criticised the bond issue and 
said the necessity for such issue was found in 
the tinkering with the Snerman law. He said 
the contract for the sale of these bonds was 
without precedent or justification, and it has 
an odious flavor of subserviency when 
it pays a foreign syndicate to prevent 
& run upon our ‘Treasury for gold. 
Speaking of the $100,000,000 gold reserve, 
hesaid it was asort of *Jack-pot” put up 
by Mr. Sherman that has kept opie gambling 
in our money. It was never needed to give 
strength to the United States. A country that 
has peid in debts and imterest more than 
$3,000,000,000 in thirty years could not 
need the support of $100,000,000 deposited 
in the Treasury to support its credit. Sen- 
ator Morgan concluded as he had begun. 

Evan P. Howell, Chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Resolutions, read the platform, which 
was identical with thas adopted by the recent 
free silver convention in Memphis. The 
business of the convention anded with speech- 
es by J. W. Robertson, Congressman Liv- 
ingston, Clark Howell, and others. 


McKinley Sees an Improvement.

HOW TO FURNISH A SUMMER LIBRARY. 


Equipment for One Room in Which to 
Spend a Vacation. 

It is not a large room, the library of the 
summer cottage. Why should it be, when 
books are in the running brooks, and the 
running brooks are near by? But what it 
lacks in size it makes up in its daintiness 
and in the care with which its belongings 
are chosen, 

The floor of the little room is covered with 
old blue denim, neatly stretched. The walis 
are covered with gray-blue cartridge paper 
and are closely hung above the bookcase 
with pictures. There are poets, essayists, 
novelists, and humorists by the score. There 
are the places where these benefactors of 
mankind liv@éd and worked. An expensive 
collection? Notatall. It is merely the col- 
lection of a magazine reader who has re- 
ligiously cut out the engravings of her fa- 
vorites and their haunts, had them mounted 
in pairs or trios or singly and framed in the 
simple passe-partout style. Here and there 
are medallions—sad-visaged Dante, benefi- 
cent. Shakspeare, and others. Those she 
purchased for a quarter apiece at an art 
students’ supply store. They are plaster 
of paris, but so are the Minerva, above the 
desk in the corner, and the Venus de Milo on 
the mantel shelf. 

The rows of book shelves are built from 
the floor to a height of about four feet on 
both sides of the fireplace. Built is scarcely 
the proper word, for they consist of neatly 
fitted and painted soap boxes resting on 
their sides, A brass rod about the top sup- 
ports a little curtain of old blue silkaline, 
with brown pine cones meandering over it. 
The top of the book case is gay with a bowl 
of wild flowers, some blue china, a_ photo- 
graph or two in a silver frame. 

In the center of the room a broad kitchen 


table conceals its ignoble origin beneath a | 


cover of dull blue felt. There are magazines 
piled high on the table, the inevitable bowl 
of flowers, and a reading lamp with a blue 
shade that casts a restful light over the 
reader’s shoulder. Two comfortable 
steamer chairs are drawn up on either side 


of the table. There is a lounge piled with. 


cushions in every imaginable shade of blue 
under the window. Set anglewise in the 
corner is a desk—a $3.50 desk—stacked with 
all the accessories of polite correspondence, 

The curtains at the windows are long 
ones of blue denim. They are generally 
drawn back and hang in long, graceful 
folds against the wall. The portiere which 
divides the library from the drawing-room 
beyond is blue denim on the library side and 
old pink on the drawing-room side. The 
tall screen that shields the reader from 
chance blasts is also of denim. 

A pretty room, a restful room, is that 
little library.

HOLMES AND HIS LAWYER WILL TRY 


TO SAVE HIS NEOK, 


Mysterious Stranger from Toronto Reaches 
Philadelphia Who Will Swear That the 
Pitzel Girls Were Given Into the Cus- 
tody of the Mythical Hatch—He Asserts 
He Knew Holmes in Texas<Mrs, Pitzel 


Reaches Toronto=Chicago Lawyer Talks 
‘ 


with the Alleged Murderer. 


Philadelphia, Pa., July 18.—[{Special.]—A 
new character appeared in the sensational 
Holmes-Pitzel case today when, according 
to Lawyer Shoemaker, counsei for Holmes, 
a mysterious individual entered the lawyer's 
office and announced that he had come from 
Toronto to testify in Holmes’ behalf. After 
a somewhat protracted conference with his 
visitor Lawyer Shoemaker said the myste- 
rious stranger had worked with Holmes at 
Fort Worth, Tex., and was with him at To- 
ronto when Nellie and Alice Pitzel were 
given over to the custody of the equally 
mysterious Hatch, 

“We are going to prove that this man 
Hatch is not a myth, but a man of flesh and 
blood,” said Lawyer Shoemaker. “I do not 
care to make his name public until after I 
have seen Holmes, but he is one of the wit- 
nesses we shall employ to prove an alibi 
should Holmes be tried for murdering the 
children,”’ 

This is one side of the story. On the other 
hand the legal authorities seem sure of 
their case, District-Attorney Graham said 
that until the investigations were finished 
at Toronto there could be little change in the 
situation here. Mrs. Holmes arrived to- 
night and was closeted with the District- 
Attorney. It has mever been made public 
that there was evidence to prove that 
Holmes had been in the Callowhill street 
house near the date of Pitzel's death. 

Jeptha D. Howe, the St. Louis attorney, 
who collected the insurance money after 
Pitzel’s death, and who is charged with be- 
ing implicated In the conspiracy to defraud 
the Fidelity company, is expected to coma 
to Philadelphia in a few days in company 
with his partner, Lawyer McDonald, Pres- 
ident Fouse of the Fidelity Mutual Life As- 
sociation said yesterday that Howe had 
made overtures through his counsel to the 
association to have his case settled, and had 
offered to pay $2,500 for the purpose.. 

Toronto, Ont., July 18.-—[{Special. ]|—Mrs. 
Pitzel, mother of the two little girls believed 
to have been slain by. Holmes, alias Mudgett, 
arrived here from Chicago tonight. She had 
not been recognized on the train, though sev- 
eral ladies seeing her dress of deep black and 
mournful countenance had engaged her in 
conversation. Mrs. Piczel says she has come 
to Toronto at Detective Geyer’s request. She 
said she had no doubt whatever as to the 
bodies discovered in the cellar of the St. Vin- 
cent street house being those of her daugh- 
ters, but on being asked if shé thought 
Holmes to be the murderer she burst out 
crying and became hysterical. - 

A large crowd of people gathered at the 
union depotin anticipation of her arrival. 
Detective Geyer was also on hand to receive 
the unfortunate woman. When Mrs. Pitzel 
alighted from the train the crowd pressed 
around her, but she was closely veiled, and 
they saw only a well-built woman dressed in 
deep black. Detective Geyer took her arm, 
ahd with the aid of several trainmen 
cleared the way to a carriage 
and they were driven immediately to 
the Rossin House. Arriving there Mrs. 
Pitzel at once went to her room and the de- 
tective said he would allow no one to see her 
again tonight. It is expected she will testify 
at the inquest tomorrow night. 

An inquest was formally opened tonight 
on the body of Alice Pitzel, the younger of 
the two murdered girls, the inquest already 
begun being on the body of Neliie only. The 
opening of the second inquest is merely to 
allow of Coroner Johnson ordering a post- 
mortem. The post-mortem examination of 
Neilie Pitzel’s remains was commenced today 
and the medical evidence will be given at the 
inquest tomorrow night. Meantime the 
Crown authorities refuse to make any infor- 
mation public. 

London, July 18.—Inqgiuries made in this 
city regarding the statement of Herman N. 
Mudigetts, alias H. H. Holmes, alias H. H. 
Howard indicate that he did not tell the truth 
when he informed District Attorney Graham 
of Philadelphia that the children were taken 
to England by the Williams woman. Inquir- 
ies made show that there is no Veder or Vedar 
street in London, and when Vigo and Vere 
streets, the nearest names to those mentioned 
by Holmes, were searched no trace was found 
of a woman or an establishment answering 
the description of those referred to by the 
prisoner. 


HAS A LONG TALK WITH HOLMES, 


Chicago Attorney Tells of the Feeling 
Against Him in Texas. 

“tr H. H. Holmes fails to be sentenced in 
Philadelphia, or even if he is not sentenced, 
in Toronto after the developments of the 
last few days, there will still be one more 
murder charge against him, the one at Fort 
Worth, Tex.,” said Attorney George B. 


berlin yesterday. 

Mr. Chamberlin is attorney for the Citica- 
go ‘companies who were victimized by the 
swindler, and he returned yesterday from 
a trip to the Hast and Philadelphia, where 
he had a long talk with Holmes. A meet- 
ing of the creditors was held in Mr. Cham- 
berlin’s office June 8, and July 5 he left Chi- 
cago, having July 8, he said, the longest 
talk ever had with Holmes while in prison. 

‘‘ When I went into Holmes’ cell,’’ con- 
tinued Mr. Chamberlin, “I was greeted 
cordially, and Holmes told me he thought 
it was a great treat to see me, I found him 
greatly worried over his case, although he 
endeavored to appear at ease during the 
interview. I talked over with him all the 
various phases of his case, and, while he 
does not attempt to defend his swindles, he 
stoutly maintained, whenever I touched 
upon the curious deaths of the persons con- 
cerned in the life insurance fraud, that he 
never murdered any one. I do not believe 
he told the truth in that, but so perfect is his 
command of himself and his features that 
he was perfectly calm throughout the whole 
discussion. When I told him of the indict- 
ment against him at Fort Worth, Tex., 
where the Williams girls lived, he was a 
little alarmed, and replied: ‘Mr. ChambDer- 
lin, I ‘would rather die than go to Texas.’ 
I told him that, so bitter is the feeling 
against him in Fort Worth, that if he should 
be taken there he would be hanged without 
a trial.”

Singular Testimony Given by Mrs, Mevlin, 
Whose Sanity Is Questioned. 

Judge Donneliy was obliged to hold two 
sessions at the insane court yesterday in or- 
der to dispose of the large number of cases 
which were on the docket. One case was 
that of Harriet Melvin, a guest of the Colo- 
nial Hote}, whose daughter Beulah appeared 
against her. Anumber of guests of the same 
hotel appeared in behalf of Mrs. Melvin, who 
deciared her daughter was only anxious to be 
relieved of the responsibility of supporting 
her.

would be lighted, the bridges turned, and the 
locks opened by invisible force. 

Mr. Hawley was seen at the Lexington, and 
in speaking of the outlook for the speedy in- 
troduction of electricity upon the canals of 
New York said: 

**Electrical propulsion of boats upon our 
inland waterways is now an assured fact. 
| Many teste have recently been made in 
search of the most practical and ecohomical 
method of applying this energy to the require- 
ments of the canals. Perhaps the best pjan 
yet made public is that which it is proposed 
to put in opegation upon the Erie Canal. It 
is known as cableway system, and has 
been heretofore used in the lumber districts 
of North Carolina and for ferriage purposes 
to an extent that fully demonstrates its feas- 
ibility. 

Describes the Cableway System, 

“‘It may be briefly described as follows: 
A line of hollow steel poles is placed along 
each bank of the canal. They are imbedded 
in cement and stand fourteen feet above the 
towpath. On top of this pole line a steel ca- 
ble of great strength and measuring one and 
a half inches in diameter is strung. Resting 
on this cable is a ‘traveler,’ suspended 
from which is a car con tain- 
ing an electric motor and accommoda- 
tions for a motorman. A_ second ca- 
ble, an inch in diameter, is placed two feet 
belew the first one. This makes three turns 
ubout a horizontai shaft with which the elec- 
tric motor is directly connected. Every 
movement of the motor,in either direction, 
turns the shaft and every revolution of the 
shaft moves the car along the lower cable, 
the traveler moving along the upper cable at 
the same time, and acting both as a support 
to the car and asatrolley for the transmis- 
sion of the current to the motor. ‘This motor, 
of course, will be as easily operated as the 
motor of an ordinary trolley car ona street 
railway. To this suspended cable trolley 
car may be attached a towline from any boat 
or raftand in this way a single craft ora 
whole fleet may-be moved along as rapidly 
as it is practicable to navigate the canal. 
The current of electricity passes into the 
motor from the upper cable and 1s discharged 
from the motor over: the lower cable ana in 
this way a perfect metallic circuit is secured. 

** This plan seems to meet the essential re- 
quirements of & practicai system of towimg. 
Its operation will not tead toe injure the 
banks. It does not require the purchase of 
any equipment by boat owners, It permits a 
continudtion of present methods by those 
who desire to use them. It tends to lessen 
greatly expense and labor and is absolutely 
reliable. By its aid products can be trans- 
ported at a fraction of the present cost. It will 
enable the canals hereafter to compete with 
the railways under most favorable conditions 
and render exorbitant freight rates a thing of 
the past. Theeiectric power used will be 
generated by the falls at Niagara. 


To Be Used on the Erie Canal. 


“It is probable this system will soon be in 
use upon the Erie Canal, thus affording to 
Chicago and the great West a cheap and 
speedy outlet to the sea for those vast and 
varied products which seek the seaboard by 
the shipping of the lakes. 

“But the introduction of electricity upon 
our waterways means far more than this, It 
will inaugurate a canal revival such as the 
world has never seen. Transportation by 
water is undeniably cheaper than by iand, 
and with improved facilities and more rapid 
transit they will naturally become the fa- 
vored channel for the transmission of bulky 
merchandise and all articies not of a perish- 
able nature. The opening of the twentieth 
century will doubtless see the numerous canal 
lines now projected either completed or in 
process of excavation. I expect to see Lake 
Erie joined to Lake Michigan by a water- 
way running from Toledo to Michigan City; 
to see Chicago’s magnificent canal completed, 
furnishing a highway for American shipping 
to the heart of the continent; to see the 
Nicaragua undertaking accomplished by 
American enterprise and muintained by Amer- 
ican protection, opening to the Valley of the 
Mississippi a new outlet for its commerce into 
rich and hitherto unattainable regions. 

“In ali these great achievements electricity 
will necessarily play an important part. It 
can excavate the channels, propel the boats 
that pass along them, and line the banks with 
shops and factories. This wonderful force 
will speedily usher in an age of magnificence, 
of gigantic public works and stupendous un- 
dertakings, which the countries of the Old 
World have scarcely attained to in the course 
cf many centuries of civilization.” 


PROF, GARNER TO MAKE ANOTHER TRIP 


This Time the Scientist Will Go to Africa 
as a Chicagoan, 

The atmosphere of one of the ante-rooms of 
the Union League club was surcharged with 
anew commercial spirit yesterday.

A week o 
the African Fund - ditt a was Ghartates 
under the State laws of Iliinois, with a paid 
up capital of $30,000, and for the purpose 
of scientific research, exploration, and ad- 
vancment, It is essentially a Chicago move- 
ment, the apathy of Cincinnati on Prof. 
Garner’s return from a four months’ sojourn 
in a cage in the midst of the African jungle 
a year ago determining the explorer to give 
this city the benefit of his efforts. Among 
those principally interested are Col. R. L.

A _ high 
pressure of the barometer lying over the 
southern end of Lake Michigan, for instance, 
will lower the water at that poiht, causing a 
difference of surface level between the two 
ends of the lake and a resulting flow of water 
to the southward. Such conditions, however, 
could hardly endure for any great length of 
time. 


TO SAVE LAKE FRONT FROM GARBAGE, 


Evanston Takes Decisive Action Against 
Using It for a Dump. 

The process of making land along the lake 
shore in Evanston has resulted in an open 
fight in which the city officials and a handful 
of garbage carriers are interested parties. 
The trouble has been brewing for nearly two 
years, and finally Commissioner of Public 
Works Wymond,has issued an order prohib-. 
iting the depositing of ashes, tin cans, mortar, 
paper, or any rubbish or garbage on any part 
of the lake shore within the residence dis- 
tricts. All the city’s refuse must be hauled 
to the city dumping ground, two miles north 
on the prairie. Commissioner of Health 
Clapp has been investigating garbage crema- 
tories in several Eastern cities, and will make 
a proposition to the City Council at its next 
session, 


Fire Marshal Swenie has completed his annual 
report for the year 1894, showing the fires of the 
year and giving other information regarding the 
department, and it has just come from the print- 
er’s hands for distribution. It is the thirty-sev- 
enth annual report of the paid Fire Department 
and the sixteenth made by Chief Swenie. He says 
the year kept pace with previous years in the 
amount of work done by the department, there 
being only fifty less fires and ninety less alarms 
during 1894 than in 1803. The calis on the depart- 
ment during the two years exceeded by 50 per cent 
those of any two years previous. The features of 
the year were the raftroad fires resulting from the 
strike and the lumber firesofthe summer. He re- 
ported thé removal of the fire boat Queen from the 
World's Fair grounds to the North Branch of the 
Chicago River, this boat having been built by the 
Exposition company and turned over to the depart- 
ment after the close of the Fair. Four new com- 
panies were organized and four new engine-houses 
erected during the twelve months. According to 
the report the value of the property belonging to 
the Fire Department amounts to $2,446,001, of 
which $676,900 is in buildings, $369,975 in real 
estate, and $818,347 in the apparatus of the sev- 
eral companies, making a total of $1,864,222 for 
the Fire Department proper, and $581,779 is in the 
fire alarm telegraph. The department owns four 
fireboats, 88 steam engines, 3 hand engines, 26 
chemical engines, 42 hose wagons, 25 hose car- 
riages, 31 hook and ladder trucks, 53 chemical ex- 
tinguishers, 68 portable pumps, one telescope 
water-tower, and 142,248 feet of hose. At the 
close of the year the department owned 458 
horses. The total force of the department, includ- 
ing the city telegraph and the men not uniformed, 
was 1,063 men. There were 46 slight, 27 severe, 6 
serious, and 5 fatal accidents during the twelve 
months. 

Chief Swenie speaks in his report of the fires in 
the World’s Fair grounds, beginning with the fire 
which destroyed.the Casino and Music Hall, in- 
cluding the Peristyle, Jan. 8 He tells of the 
hard fight which was necessary to save Manufact- 
ures Building, owing to the small number of fire 
engines available at the time. William Mackie, 
a pipeman, was killed during this fire. Feb. 7 
three attempts were made to burn the Agricult- 
ural Building, but all failed. Feb. 14 the greater. 
portion of the Colonnade was destroyed, and three 
days later an attempt was made to destroy the 
Illinois State Building, followed by an attempt 
Feb. 24 to burn the Agricultural Building, result- 
ing in the destruction of the central dome. The 
fire which finally wiped the exhibit buildings from 
the face of the earth occurred at 6:15 o’clock on 
the evening of July 5. This fire started in. the 
Terminal Station, and before it was under control 
it had burned the Administration, Mines, Elec- 
tricity, Manufactures, Machinery, and Agricult- 
ural Buildings. The progress of the fire was 
stopped at the Government Building, thus saving 
the Field .Columbian Museum, An underground 
conduit connecting the MacMonnies Fountain and 
Machinery Hall caved in, causing the death of one 
man. 

While the World’s Fair fire was in progress fire 
broke out in the Illinois Central freight yards and 
fifty cars were burned. This was the first of the 
fires directly traceable to the strike, though it was 
by no means the last. There was fire after fire 
in the railroad yards, which in many instances 
were so located as to be almost inaccessible to the 
department. During the month of July there were 
1,229 alarms responded to, the greatest by long 
odds ever responded to by the department in any 
one month. 

The lumber fires are treated at length in the 
report, beginning with the one in the yards of the 
S. K. Martin Lumber Co. This fire swept the lum- 
ber district and caused a total loss of $556,880, 
as estimated by the Fire Marshal. The second 
fire, which followed one day later, Aug. 2, started 
in the yards of the John Spry Lumber company, 
and it was almost as destructive as the other, the 
estimate of loss being $240,000. There were 
eight other fires in which the total loss reached or 
exceeded $30,000. 

The report shows a total of 5,174 fires during the 
year, of which 1,386 are put down as due to un- 
known causes. Of the others, 180 were caused 
by children playing with matches, 212 by de- 
fective flues, 220 were due to explosions of lamps, 
171 to explosions of oll and gasoline stoves, 165 
to carelessness with matches, 199 to chimney 
sparks, 197 to locomotive sparks, 198 to stoves 
and ranges, and 72 are known incendiarism, and 
276 others are charged to the same cause. 

City Electrician J. P. Barrett in his report to 
the chief tells of the work of that branch of the 
department, giving statistics of the new wire 
laid, the alarms sent in, and the number of fires 
which he charges to electricity.

GIVES THEM POINTS ON CIVIL SERVICE. 


J. T. Doyle Is Helping Out the Chicago 
Commissioners. 

J. T. Doyle, the government Civil Service

work yesterday. Some time within the. next 
ten days the rules and classifications will be 
formulated and given to the public.

Among these questions are 
such as these: ‘What parts of the city’s serv- 
ice cun be grouped so that promotions can be 
systematized? What rules should be prescribed 
for fixmg age limitations and matters 
of that kind? What arrangements should be 
made for promotions from class to class? 
What can be done by civil service reform is 
fully illustrated by your Fire Department. I 
have not hada chance to examine into its 
workings thoroughly, but I bave been in- 
formed that the merit system alone prevails 
there.

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SCENES ON THE DESPLAINES CAMP-MEETING GROUNDS. 


It was the beginning of the thirty-sixth an- 
nual camp-meeting of the Methodists of the 
Chicago and North Chicago Districts. ' There 
was a platform evangeiistic service con- 
ducted by the Rev. D. W. Potter, Presi 
dent of the Camp-Meeting Association, and 
was largely attended considering the weather.

Women Reformers’ Tribute to Justice Un- 
derwood for Fining Herman Walter. 

At a meeting in the Sherman House yester- 
day the State’s-Attorney’s office, the Police 
Department, and several other things were 
freely discussed by a special committee ap- 
pointed by the Woman’s Alliance to hear a 
report by Dr. Luella Day Underhill, who has 
been prosecuting men at the Harrison Street 
Station for being inmates of disorderly 
houses. Dr. Underhill read a report of the 
work accomplished by her in prosecuting 
men who visit places of _ill-repute, 
as well as the women. She scored 
Assistant City Prosecutor Eugene Garnett, 
who entered a dismissal in one of her cases 
in which Justice Underwood had fined Her- 
man Walter. She recited other similar inci 
dents and after her report was approved by 
the committee a resolution was adopted in. 
structing the Police committee of the Wom- 
an’s Alliance to look up the records of the 
different cases in which fines had not been 
entered, in which the alliance had made in- 
vestigations, and also to inquire of the State’s- 
Atiorney what course he intends to pursue in 
the prosecution of these cases, mem bers 
of this committee also passed a resolution in- 
dorsing the conduct of Justice Underwood,

SIT DOWN ON LAWLER 


| ALDERMEN OUT OF PATIENOE WITH 
HIS PET MEASURES, 


Atan Adjourned Meeting of the City Coun- 
ceil the Representative from the Nine- 
teenth Is Squelched and a Lot of Reu- 
tine Business Is Transacted—Order to 
Facilitate the Recovery of Stelen Bi. 
cycles Is Passed=Mayor Vetoes the 
Burial Permit Inspector’s Order. 


The Council at its adjourned meeting last 
evening got rid of a lot of routine business 
that has been hanging around for eeveral 
months, but made no effort to put anything 
big through. Ald. Lawler, at every turn in 
the road, tried to get the Couneil to take up a 
lot of bet schemes of his and make them a 
special order for Monday evening's meeting. 
One of them is in regard to barmaids and 
provides that women ehall not tend bar 
unless they are relatives of the proprietor. 
Another has to do with giving laborers in the 
empluy of the city a half holiday each week. 
Another is against the manufacture of brick 
at the bridewell, and another has to do with 
using the money in the interest account for 
repairing the strects. The groupis introduced 
for the purpose of equaring Mr. Lawler with 
the laboring people. The Council finally lost 
patience with the Nineteenth ‘Ward Alderman 
and Ald. Campbell told him his measures 
were introduced for buncombe and that he 
was making a fool of the Council. Lawler 
replied that time would teil and finally took 
his seat in diagust. 

Ald, Merchant introduced an ordinance, 
which was referred to the Committee on 
Streets and Alleys South, providing the as- 
sessments for Wentworth avenue should be 
paid on the five-year pian. The ordinance 
provides for ‘the tmprovement of the street 
from Fifty-fifth street to Sixty-third. 

Ald. Watson’s ordinance giving the Pitts- 
burg, Chicago, Cincinnati and St. Louis rail- 
road the right to lay a switch track across 
North Elizabeth street near Carroll avenue 
was passed. 

Ald. Lammers introduced an ordinance 
granting permission to the West Chicago 
Street railroad company to conduct and 
operate a double track street railroad’ upon 
and along Western avenue to Belmont ave- 
nue for a period of twenty years. The ordi- 
nance was referred to the Committee on 
Streets and Alleys West. 

Ald. Madden introduced the follow ng or- 
der, which was passed: 

Whereas, Numerous bicycles are being con- 
stantly stolen; and 

Whereas, Each bicycle is numbered and easily 
located ; therefore, be it 

Ordered, That the Superintendent of Police be 
and he is hereby directed to detail a detective 
Sergeant especially to look after such cases. 

Mayor Swift presented tne following veto 
message : 

lreturn berewith without my approval order 
No. 2,356, providing for the reinstatement of 
burial permit‘ inspectors for Lake, Hyde Park, 
Lake View, and Cicero, for the following reasons ; 

It is impossible to exercise proper supervision 
over the issue of buriai permits when there are 
five separate and independent places of issue 
several miles apart. 

To judge of the sufficiency of the cause of death 
and to determine what cases should be referred 
tothe Coroner requires expert knowledge and 
some experience, qualities not easy to command 
in = who are occupied only incidentally in the 
WoOrk. 

It has occurred that after cases had been re- 
ferred to the Coroner by the Registrar of Vital 
Statistics in the Health Department it has been 
found that the bodies have been buried on per- 
mits issued by burial inspectors and it was 
necessary subsequently to disinteg the bodies for 
inguest. Bodies of those dead of Contagious dis- 
eases have been buried and shipped for burial 
beyond the city without proper conditions on the 
burial permit issued by the inspéctors, Burial 
permits have been signed in blank by the in- 
spectors and left with tneir wives and others to 
fiil out for any undertaker who might apply. 

The vote by which the ordinance was passed 
was reconsidered and the order piaced on file. 


COUGHLIN’S UNDERGROUND RAILROA 


Details of an Ordinance Introduced by the 
First Ward Statesman. 

Ald, Coughlin introduced into the Council 
an ordinance last Monday night and asked 
that it be referred to the Committee on Rail- 
roads. The ordinance grants to Edward §&. 
Elliott, John G. Campbell, and Arthur T. 
Brown permission to construct and operate 
for fifty years railway tracks under the pave- 
ments of this city in such streets as now or 
may hereafter contain surface street rail- 
ways, and all other business streets, 
Permission is given to build all neces- 
sary tunnels and stations, and to move 
curbs, sewers, and electric wires wherever 
neceseary. The company is empowered. to 
excavate under all sidewalks to a depth of 
ten feet and to tunnel under theriver. The 
single fare is fixed at five cents and theeity is 
to be protected from all damage suits. Work 
is to be commenced within one year after the 
passage of the ordinance. All pavements 
removed by the company are to 
replaced with pismatic sidewalks. Five 
years after the passage of the ordinance the 
company is to pay to the city 2)¢ per cent of 
the gross receipts, At theendof fifty years 
the city is granted the privilege of purchasing 
the railway at its original cost price, The 
motive power is to be electricity. 


CHICAGO HAS ITS SUBMERGED TENTH, 


First Annual Report of Bureau of Chari- 
ties of the Civic Federation. 

The first annual report of the Chicago Bu- 
feau of Charities, the philanthropic depart- 
ment of the Civic Federation, has been made 
public, When the Centrai Relief Association 
closed its work, in the spring of 1894, it pos- 
sessed a systematic record of more than 28,- 
000 cases during the season of sn agg which 
embraced valuable data as to extent of 
pauperism in this city. The Philanthropic 
committee ot the Civic Federation then ini- 
tiated the Bureau of Charities to act as a reg- 
istration bureau for the collection of data 
and asa clearing-house for the charities of 
the city, but not as a dispenser of relief. 
The records of this bureau now show there 
are 23,795 cases, which are now, or have 
been within two years, recipients of alms 
from the county or from relief societies. This 
indicates that more than 153,000 persons, or 
one-tenth of our whole population, has fallen 
below the line of subsistence, either tem- 
porarily or permanently.
